I am an undertaker of 73 years and I 
have been in the undertaking business 
since I was 18. I feel certain most un- 
dertakers will tell you they do not have 
as many flowers at funerals as they used 
to. There are far more funerals which 
have less than $100 worth of flowers 
than over this amount. 

Memorials have increased greatly in 
the last 15 years or so. I live in a real 
good farming community. I have stood 
at the door and taken memorials and 
turned them over to the family after the 
service. I always thought $50 was 
quite a lot for memorials. Quite a ways 
from the $3,800 suggested in this arti- 
cle. 
Let’s remember these memorials are 
frequently given by non-Christians and 
are pre-tagged for heart fund or cancer 
fund, especially if the deceased died 
sfrom either of these causes. 

Furthermore, it is not considered 
good form for the family to beg for 
Memorials from their friends for any 
cause.

FOLLOW PEACE 


Some time ago, in an editorial ca- 
pacity, I sat as an observer in a com- 
mittee meeting of the World Council 
of Churches. There were men from 
many nations whose faces were various 
shades of black, brown, yellow and 
white. They were all leaders in their 
own countries and most of them were 
unaware of the many cleavages that 
exist in American Protestantism. 

A man from South India was speak- 
ing of the great advance which had 
been made in that part of the world 
when the Christians of more than half 
a dozen denominations came together 
to form the United Church of South 
India. Their total number was only a 
little more than one per cent of the 
population. Before their union the 
skeptics answered the gospel message 
thus: “Which Christ do you believe 
in? The Methodist Christ? The Pres- 
byterian Christ? The Baptist Christ? 
The Anglican Christ?” Now this ar- 
gument has been taken away, and these 
unbelievers are forced to consider 
Christ in a way that had not been pos- 
sible before. 

Then the speaker, with deep passion, 
quoted the words of our Lord as He 
prayed to the Father. “That they all 
may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, 
and I in thee, that they also may be 
one in us: that the world may believe 
that thou hast sent me” (John 17:21). 

All who were there were deeply 
moved, for in his tones we heard the 
voice of the Holy Spirit. 

The Bible certainly teaches that the 
direction of all relationships between 
believers should be toward Christ the 
center, which means toward oneness 
with each other. This does not neces- 
sarily mean oneness of organization, 
but it does mean oneness of heart and 
mind, of purpose and spirit. It means 
movement away from divisiveness. We 
are to “Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness without which no man shall 
see the Lord” (Heb. 12:14). The RSV 
is much closer to the Greek when it 
reads, “Strive for peace with all men.” 
The Greek word translated strive is 
used three times in Philippians: for a 
runner pressing towards the goal (3: 
14), for Paul following after Christ (3. 
12), and for persecution (3. 6). Paul 
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used as much zeal in following after 
Christ as he had earlier used in his 
hot pursuit of Christians. We must 
show this same eager zeal for oneness 
with all believers. 





* When we remember that the oneness 
is in Christ, with the result that the 
world will know that the Father sent 
the Son, the effort should be more than 
worth while. 


DOUBTS AND CERTAINTIES 


Leafing idly through a student’s ref- 
erence book I was struck by the inscrip- 
tion on the flyleaf. It read, “As long as 
you have any doubts whatsoever about 
the ‘meaning of life’ or the ‘destiny of 
man’ you can hold only opinions, never 
‘truth,—and you can never brand an- 
other man’s opinions as ‘false.’ Be true 
to your own ideals, and be kind to those 
who differ with you.”

Berlin Crisis and Enemy Attack 


I have been under an increasing bur- 
den to sound a note of warning of the 
impending third world war and the pos- 
sible destruction of much of our coun- 
try. I have told my own congregation on 
several occasions to talk over plans with 
their loved ones regarding what they 
would do in case of enemy attack. On 
my own property I have had a well dug 
to bring in a supply of water that would 
be free from radio-active fall-out. I have 
talked with doctors about preparing a 
quantity of dressings and unguents for 
burns to be stored at my home, in case 
streams of refugees would be passing 
our way. 

Recently I received a personal letter 
from one of the best informed men in 
the Orient. He was born in China. He 
speaks Chinese as well as any Chinese 
and better than 90 per cent of them. 
As a British citizen, he has the right to 
travel in China. He is a man of means 
and is able to travel over the world in 
the pursuit of his business interests. 


My friend wrote me from London: 


The international situation does 
not look good to me. . . In my hum- 
ble opinion the whole conduct of 
relations with the Communists from 
1944 on, has been totally wrong, 
and the Berlin problem of today is 
the result of stupid moves made 
then. We now face the real conse- 
quences of all the mistakes of the 
past 15 years or more. 

Unless my analysis is completely 
wrong, in the coming year the Rus- 
sians will seize the initiative posi- 
tively from the U.S.A., and from 
here on out we are going to be on 
the short end all the way. It is too 
late to fight, in spite of all the bold 
talk; the nuclear stalemate is already 
with us, and if the implications are 
not generally understood now, they 
will be within a few months. 

I think that the Russian threat of 


May 27 re Berlin is going to be the 
beginning, and that they are going 
to get away with it. The West will 
have to start thinking hard and fast 
how to get out of the headlock with- 
out losing both ears and without 
openly admitted total defeat. It is 
not going to be easy. 

Talk of armored columns is just 
so much idle talk. With five divisions 
tO one on the ground and both sides 
afraid to have recourse to nuclear 
weapons, there can only be one out- 
come; the Russians know this, and 
unless the West wants to court an- 
other disaster such as Korea with- 
out the possibility of obtaining a 
stalemate out of it, we will have to 
compromise or get out. Either way 
is a Russian victory which will be 
interpreted all around the world as 
such, and from there on out noth- 
ing will stop them. 

It reminds me of the situation 
after the first world war when Tur- 
key, a defeated nation, defied the 
Allies and attacked the Greeks in 
Asia Minor, captured Smyrna, drove 
the Greek army into the sea and 
massacred them. They then gave 
the British, who had occupied the 
Dardanelles forts under the treaty 
of Versailles, an ultimatum to get 
out or be attacked—and they got 
out. I met some of the army officers 
under General Harrington who com- 
manded the British forces in the 
Dardanelles at that time. They ad- 
mitted that it was a great disaster 
for British prestige, but that Gen- 
eral Harrington was lucky to have 
been able to high-pressure and glad- 
hand Kemal Ataturk into an agree- 
ment; because he wanted to attack 
the British. 

From that time Britain was 
pressed all around the world—in 
South America, Mexico, and then 
in middle Asia and China, and the 
process has continued right up to 
today. Britain is at the bottom, with 
Suez and then Cyprus, following on 
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ple, are coming to grips, perhaps for 
the first time, with the world of ideas, 
ideals, opinions and ‘comparative’ re- 
ligions, and think in line with this in- 
scription because they are not pos- 
sessed by the great certainties that may 
be ours in Christ. 

The believer, by definition, has re- 
ceived into his life the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who said, “I am the Truth.” 
Having Him, how can we hold any 
truth as an “opinion,” when He has set 
it forth in terms of Himself? Having 
Him who said, “I am the Life,” how 
can we have any doubts about the 
“meaning of life’? The unbeliever can 
not understand this; but the believer 
must grow in spiritual discernment un- 








Malaya, Singapore, the African 
states, etc. 

Berlin is the test of strength be- 
tween Russia and the U.S.A.—the 
first of its kind, with nuclear weapons 
poised on both sides, and the Rus- 
sians in command of tremendously 
superior forcés on the ground, and 
not only so but on her own ground. 
All Moscow has to do is to tell the 
West that she will use nuclear 
weapons if attacked with nuclear 
weapons; any child can then work 
out the percentages. The East Ger- 
mans can close in on Berlin, and 
what are we going to do? Appeal to 
the Security Council of the UNO? 
Or the General Assembly? Any- 
way, that is my idea, and time will 

- tell. I hope I am all wrong. 

This letter was not intended for pub- 
lication, but I find it in such accordance 
with my own position that I cannot for- 
bear to present it. 

Sit down with your family today and 
talk calmly about what to do if a mis- 
sile strikes mear you. If you are under 
a direct hit, you will be in Heaven. But 
if you are at a point where you have 
time to get away, arrange with your 
family where you will leave news of 
your whereabouts. Families will be sep- 
arated. It may be weeks—or months— 
before any mail can be delivered, but 
do the best you can. Keep a pair of low- 
heeled shoes in the car. Gas will run 
out if you are driving, and there will 
not be another drop; main roads will 
be closed for defense purposes. 

The words of our Lord (though I am 
not suggesting that they are a prophecy 
of our situation) apply with grave solem- 
nity: “Then let them which be in Judea 
flee into the mountains: Let him which 
is on the housetop not come down to 
take any thing out of his house: Neither 
let him which is in the field return back 
to take his clothes” (Matt. 24:16-18). 

We do not know what is in the future. 
But always remember that we do know 
who is in the future. There shall be 
wars and rumors of war, see that ye 
be not troubled.

til his attitude toward all life re. 
flects the attitude of Christ. The gift 
of spiritual discernment, to know what 
is true and what is false, is perhaps the 
rarest of the gifts of God. It is the 
ability to lay every opinion alongside 
the Word of God. If the opinion proves 
level and straight by this measurement, 
it has passed the test and can be taken 
as truth. If it does not conform to this 
absolute, it must be rejected. 

As for “the destiny of man,” we 
know by God’s Word that this too is 
fixed. If a man is out of Christ, he has 
no destination other than that of being 
out of Christ. If he is in Christ he has 
an advance destination—a _ predestina- 
tion—to be conformed to the image of 
God’s Son (Rom. 8:29). The destiny 
of the unsaved is to remain forever in 
their own self-created confusion. When 
a believer knows these facts he has ar- 
rived at complete truth in so many 
areas that there is no room for any 
opinion that conflicts with complete 
truth. The truths of God, salvation, 
eternity, to mention but three, have 
been acknowledged as absolutes. Only 
where there is no direct teaching in 
the Word of God on any matter may 
we hold opinions, subject to change. 

If you attempt to be true to your own 
ideals you will soon discover that you 
arénot capable of doing so. No person 
has ever lived up to all the light that 
God has given him, and that is the 
reason why we need the Lord Jesus 
Christ to redeem us and to take up His 
dwelling place within us so that He 
can furnish us with increasing power 
to live His life. This, of course, will 
include being very kind to those who 
differ with us. We have become the 
servants of the Lord, “And the Lord’s 
servant must not be quarrelsome but 
kindly to everyone, an apt teacher, cor- 
recting his opponents with gentleness. 
God may perhaps grant that they will 
repent and come to know the truth” 
(II Tim. 2:24, 25).

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Hew City Churches Can Succeé¢¢ 


In this day when city churches are fleeing to the 
suburban pastures, it is encouraging to find 
those who see the challenge of the city church 
and the future of such a changing ministry. 


HEN A CITY church becomes no more than a 
preaching station in which a large number of 
people assemble to listen to a preacher and to be spec- 
tators of a program, “Ichabod” can be written over 
the door. 

The primary task of any preacher is not to attract 
a large congregation. It is to train Christians for wit- 
nessing. 

No one is entitled to accept the invitation of Christ 
to come unto Him without also facing the responsibil- 
ity to go into all the world and preach the gospel. The 
come and the go are inseparable. Salvation without 
sovereignty is a misnomer. 

At Moody Memorial Church, Chicago, our member- 
ship is scattered across the city and its suburbs, and the 
members must travel considerable distances to attend. 

The church is located in an international mission 
field. Eastward to Lake Michigan, about a half mile, 
but covering an area of some three miles, there is a 
varied segment of population. Many wealthy people 
live by the lakeshore; business people live in modern 
apartment buildings. 

But north, south and west the situation is entirely 
different. Puerto Ricans and other nationalisties, many

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of whom have little knowledge of English, are coming 
by the thousands. Hundreds of others from the South 
have come to better employment and a higher stand- 
ard of life. For the most part, these live in poor tene- 
ment buildings and in squalid surroundings. 

In addition, one mile away, Moody Bible Institute 
with over 1,000 resident students presents a unique 
opportunity of ministry in itself. 

Within two miles of this church there are truly all 
sorts and conditions of men. 

The task, therefore, is twofold: first, to insure that 
all who live in the immediate area of the church re- 
ceive the message of the gospel; and second, to create 
within the life of a scattered membership such a flam- 
ing passion for the souls of those who are without 
Christ that the whole membership of the church will be 
mobilized into a witnessing fellowship, not merely in 
the immediate area of the church, but in the vicinity. in 
which our members live. 

To accomplish this, we have sought to make five 
main thrusts. The first three are outward, the fourth is 
inward, and the fifth, the most important of all, is up- 
ward. 

The outward thrust is in three parts, the first -of 
which is home evangelism. 

The motive of this is to shift the emphasis of evan- 
gelistic preaching from Sunday services in church to a 
sense of personal responsibility in the home. 

The church membership is divided into 25 groups, 
each under the supervision of a deacon or an elder of 
the church. The group is asked to meet monthly for 
prayer, Bible study and fellowship. Guidance is given 
















































to the leader by the pastoral staff on how to conduct 
such a meeting. The object is to unite the membership 
into little cells of Christian fellowship in which a sense 
of unity may be recognized and a concern for others 
may be developed. 

Each group is allotted a monthly visitation evening 
when they are to visit church members of the group 
who may be out of fellowship, disinterested or ill. In 
addition, the names of those who have yielded their 
lives to the Lord in the services of the church are for- 
warded to the group leaders in the area in which each 
lives so that they may receive a personal visit as soon 
as possible. This is a most vital aspect of follow-up 
ministry. 

Each group is also charged with the responsibility of 
visiting people who are not in fellowship with any other 
church and who are known to be interested in spiritual 
things. The main object is to lead such folks to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We do not always expect to lead 
them into the fellowship of Moody Church, because 
there are other evangelical churches in these areas 
which they could attend. 

In these ways each group becomes a fellowship of 
evangelism, operating separately and yet as part of the 
church as a whole. The home, rather than the church 
building, becomes a center of evangelistic strategy. The 
family becomes the key to reaching others, for as far as 
possible each family within each group is given re- 
sponsibility for another family in the area, to visit and 
pray until that family is reached for Christ. 

Suggestions are also given to leaders for the conduct 
of an informal evangelistic evening in one of the homes 
to which neighbors may be invited and where testi- 
monies are given by group members to the reality of 
the saving power of Christ in their lives. The approach 
is essentially informal, and yet by these means many 
are brought under the sound of the gospel for the first 
time. 


REACHING THE NEIGHBORHOOD 


The second part of this outward thrust consists of 
visitation evangelism, the house-to-house canvassing of 
the neighborhood within about two miles of the church 
building. This task cannot be undertaken by a widely 
scattered membership, because of their participation 
in home evangelism. Therefore, it is the responsibility 
of Sunday school teachers, assisted by students from 
Moody Bible Institute, assigned for this particular task. 
We also employ two fulltime workers from the Mis- 
sionary Internship program for six months in each 
year. 

Very largely as a result of this, our Sunday school 
attendance, through high school age, is the highest it 
has been for 17 years. The secret is not simply one visit

to a home, but constant visits and the immediate con- 
tact of Sunday school children who are absent. 

In our Sunday school we have a class in Spanish 
taught by missionaries on furlough from Spanish- 
speaking countries. 

We have at least a 50 per cent annual turnover in 
Sunday school enrollment through high school age, be- 
cause of the transient nature of the people in the 
neighborhood. Because of this turnover, we cannot 
build up the membership of Moody Church through 
our Sunday school. But then, that is not our primary 
task. We are not called upon to build up anything, but 
rather to build the church out constantly, and we seek 
by every means possible to insure that people who live 
in this area hear the gospel through our visitation 
evangelism. 


TEACHING HOW 


The third part of our outward thrust might be termed 
personal evangelism. This involves the Christian Serv- 
ice Training School, an intensive six weeks course held 
on Saturdays each autumn. In it young and old alike 
are trained in leading people to Christ. They are taught 
something of the art of, diagnosis, and of the discerning 
approach to a soul in need, as followed so clearly by 
the Master Himself. Other sessions deal with social re- 
lationships among Christians, youth problems, leader- 
ship of youth programs, etc. By this means a trained 
group of people is prepared for personal evangelism 
and also for inquiry room work following Sunday 
services. 

Far too often salvation has been reduced to a mere 
formula. People have been asked to believe a few 
proof texts and then are told that they are Christians. 
This treatment is altogether too superficial. Leading a 
soul to Christ demands trained personnel who know 
the Lord and the Book and who know people and their 
needs. 

These three aspects of evangelism compose the out- 
ward thrust of our church program. But Rome wasn’t 
built in a day, and the conception of a New Testament 
fellowship operating in a metropolitan area is some- 
thing which does not come alive even in a few years. 
It takes time for the Holy Spirit to teach us that the 
principles of church life are the same anywhere, and 
that the metropolitan preaching station without any 
church membership outlet in witness and testimony has 
no place in the New Testament and therefore should 
have no place in church life today. 

But something much more is needed than a pro- 
gram and a plan of campaign. The church must have a 
dynamic source of inspiration; therefore, the second 
thrust is the inward one. The outward thrust is con- 
cerned with evangelism. The inward thrust is con- 
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cerned with the application of the message of full 
salvation to the life of the child of God. 

Fundamentalism has too often presented the mes- 
sage of forgiveness of sins through the Atonement of 
the Lord without presenting the message of deliverance 
from the principle of sin through the Cross and by the 
power of the indwelling Spirit. This is not merely half 
a gospel; it is no gospel at all. To call people to decision 
for Christ, to offer certain proof texts as a test of their 
salvation and then to leave them, is to do infinitely more 
harm than good, and to do tragic injustice to the whole 
message of the gospel. 

Before long, such a young convert discovers that the 
sins for which he was forgiven are but a symptom of a 
disease which goes far deeper in his life, and he is 
left to battle and grapple with the principle of self 
which is at the root of the whole problem. Unless he 
finds the answer, he discovers that though apparently 
claiming forgiveness, the whole tenor of his life is still 
downward. 

Any decision to trust Christ for salvation, no matter 
how sincere, unless supported by a life of submission 
to His authority and a deepening experience of His 
power to conquer the capital “I,” is surely invalid in 
New Testament Christianity. It is not decision but di- 
rection which decides destiny. The Lord Jesus was lay- 
ing down for all time the principles of genuine Chris- 
tian experience when He said, “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and take up his cross, 
and follow me. For whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it; and whosoever will lose his life for my sake 
shall find it.” 

We have made the terms of salvation too cheap. Of 
course, salvation is all of grace, not of works, but also 
“we are His workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works, which God hath before ordained that we 
should walk in them” (Eph. 2:10). 

Along with the message of forgiveness through the 
precious blood of Christ, has to be stressed, surely, the 
message of deliverance from the disease of sin. Men 
must be brdught to see that God expects nothing of 
the flesh but failure, but that He gives the Holy Spirit 
to dwell within us that we need not fail. Through His 
power the flesh may be kept in subjection so that we 
may be able to say that “it is no longer I that live, but 
Christ who liveth in me.” 

This double message of full salvation is the main in- 
ward thrust of any church, if her testimony is to be 
vital. Toplady knew full well what he was saying when 
he wrote: 


“Let the water and the blood, 
From Thy riven side which flowed, 
Be of sin the double cure, 
Cleanse me from its guilt and power.” 
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Now whether we be in a metropolitan church or a 
community fellowship, to go into a neighborhood these 
days and to witness for Christ, simply speaking of His 
death for our sins and asking people to trust Him as an 
historic Person, is to invite utter frustration. But when 
every member of a church knows something of the 
reality of the delivering power of the indwelling Christ 
over a principle of selfishness, lust, jealousy and envy, 
then such a testimony is mighty, for this is the over- 
flow of Holy Spirit life through the fellowship as a 
whole. It is then no longer an effort to plan a program, 
or to organize an evangelistic campaign. It is then we 
cease to struggle along in the energy of the flesh. 
Rather it is the flowing of “rivers of living water” 
threugh the hearts and lives of people who are thirsty 
for God. 


NOT POPULAR 


The preaching of such a message is, of course, not 


‘popular. But when it is preached, though some people 


may be made mad and others may be made glad, none 
can be left indifferent. The awakening of slumbering, 
sleepy, carnal Christians from a state of total indiffer- 
ence to the fate of others, to an alertness and aware- 
ness of their own need first, and because of that 
discovery to the need of millions of others around 
them, is to see God begin to work in revival and vic- 
torious power. 

We look forward to the possibility of a visit from 
Billy Graham for a mass evangelistic attack on the city 
of Chicago. Were he to come now I would tremble at 
the outcome. So many people who profess conversion 
are introduced into churches which are like refriger- 
ators and they are frozen out. Our concern is that 
when he comes there may be throughout this city an 
awakened church which is alert and fully aware of the 
need of the millions around, and has begun to see 
God work in revival and victorious power. 

The two previous thrusts of such a program are de- 
pendent upon a third, the upward thrust. A church 
must be on its knees in humility, in earnest, believing, 
prevailing prayer. It is this which brings Holy Spirit 
authority upon the message, not only in the pulpit, but 
upon the message of every individual Christian. It is 
the life lived transparently before God that has its im- 
pact upon men, for then the reality of the living Christ 
is revealed through that life to others. 

We have laid hold of God through many nights of 
prayer, as well as at other seasons, that He would 
break through in revival and that He would challenge 
this great city with the message of full salvation. We 
have seen the cloud as the size of a man’s hand; there 
have been the breathings of the Spirit of God in con-

MERGING PEOPLE of the world are learning to 

read at the rate of 15 million people every year. 
The Laubach method “each-one-teach-one” has 
been eminently successful, and the percentage of illit- 
erates has decreased greatly in many of the emerging 
nations. 

Today there are more than 1,000 written languages 
in the world. In several hundred of these there is al- 
most nothing to read. All of them have portions of the 
New Testament, and most of them have the entire New 
Testament. Most of them also have a few hymns and 
primers for primary education through one, two or 
three grades. But in hundreds of languages there is 
nothing more than this. Not one book, not one maga- 
zine, not one newspaper. 

Into this vacuum comes pornography or Russian 
propaganda. Purveyors of smut have found their busi- 
ness highly profitable; they are learning that obscenity 
pays dividends. The Communists have learned that 
primitive peoples believe what they read, for these 
emerging peoples have not yet learned that lies can be 
printed as well as truth. 

A few years ago this great need began to weigh upon 
the minds of many people. New Zealander Trevor 
Shaw was one of these. An experienced journalist, he 
dreamed of magazines across the mission fields that 
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Noe Kabeya, editor of Sankai 
in the Tshiluba language, 
goes over stacks of recent 
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could spread the truths of Christianity, be a means of 
evangelization and edification and also, as a by- 
product, be an effective arm against the lies of Com- 
munism in primitive places. 

In Nigeria Trevor Shaw launched a monthly maga- 
zine, African Challenge, which now has a circulation 
of some 150,000. Although this English-language pub- 
lication supplied a desperate need for Christian 
literature in Africa, there was a tremendous need for 
publications in the national languages that would be 
entirely indigenous. 

So Shaw first went to the French territories at the 
unanimous invitation of the Federation of Protestant 
Missions to start a French-language magazine. Soon he 
began pressing for magazines in the national languages 
of the Belgian Congo that would be of, by and for the 
Congolese. Thus there was born what I believe to be 
the most important journalistic endeavor in the foreign 
field today. 

In Leopoldville, Belgian Congo, the first issue of 
Envol (“flight” in French) was printed in 1954. French 
was first selected because it is the language of all edu- 
cated blocks of Central Africa. Shaw began by gather- 

-ing African writers in a committee who themselves 
contributed the articles which appeared in the first is- 
sue.

Not only was there a successful magazine launched 
in Africa, but it was the first magazine to be managed, 
edited and written entirely by the blacks. Shaw, in 
publishing the magazine, works with the existing mis- 
sion bodies and has the full approval and cooperation 
of the Congo Protestant Council and the Protestant 
Federations in French Africa. 

When the organization of African magazines be- 
gan, we hoped to secure a large grant from a charitable 
foundation. But the money was not forthcoming. At a 
missionary conference in Tenth Presbyterian Church, 
Philadelphia, this disappointment was communicated 
to the people. A group was waiting to start a magazine 
in South Africa, but it lacked financial assistance. 

A school teacher wanted to know what the cost 
would be, and brought a gift of $1,800, making possi- 
ble the launching of Our Africa in Johannesburg, 
South Africa. This magazine, now publishing 50,000 
copies a month, is finding a large acceptance in that land. 
Its editors, two Negro graduates of the University of 
South Africa at Capetown, carry on the work with a 
minimum of advice from a missionary who is trying to 
develop the nationals into good editors and business 
managers. 

At about the same time we were delighted to see the 
foundation of a Christian magazine in the West Indies. 
























































When Jamaica, Trinidad and the other islands of the 
British West Indies became an independent nation as a 
member of the British Commonwealth, The Caribbean 
Challenge was launched. This magazine is now flour- 
ishing in this country at our doorstep. 

Most important of all, in my opinion, is the creation 
of four magazines in four languages of the Belgian 
Congo—Lingala, Kikonga, Tshiluba and Congo 
Swahili. The same staff that edits and publishes Envol 
publishes Oyebi? meaning Do You Know?, Sikama 
meaning Awake, and Sankai meaning Rejoice. It also 
collaborates with the publisher of Neno la Imani mean- 
ing Word of Life. Remember that there are no daily 
newspapers and very few publications of any type in 
these languages. When the Tshiluba magazine Sankai 
was launched, the United Africa Company, the biggest 
single commercial enterprise in Africa, could not start 
advertising in it as soon as they would have liked be- 
cause they had no advertising cuts in that language. 

If you were in a remoted Congo village when the 
new issue of one of these magazines arrived, you would 
see a scene that is being duplicated in hundreds of vil- 
lages in the Congo. A crowd gathers around and some- 
one who knows how to read in the national language 
begins to read the magazine. The name, the date, the 
price are read. The advertisements, the articles, the 
page numbers—everything that is in print is read to 
the awe-struck crowd. 

The next day the same scene is repeated as the same 
magazine is once more read through, cover to cover. 
Again and again on subsequent days the magazine will 
receive a cover-to-cover going over. 

An ex-G.I. told me, when I described such a scene, 
“I can understand. When I was in the Army, we got 
so hungry for reading matter that we would even read 
the labels on a tin can.” 

So it is in the Congo. How many times a copy is read 
and how many hundreds of people read it or hear it 
read, cannot be determined. Even when a magazine is 
two or three months old it will be read. At times some- 
one who does not know how to read will pick up a copy 
and begin to recite what he has heard read 20 times, 
solemnly turning the page at the rig..t point. 

Thus the printed word, containing the Word of Life, 
is being spread in tens of thousands of Congo huts. And 
the large, multi-colored calendar of the year, with the 
Bible verse “God is love” in large letters and the pic- 
ture of the black editors of these papers, can be seen 
in schools, trading posts and homes throughout the 
Congo. 

Cooperating with the Evangelical Foundation for 
World Literature, Trevor Shaw is promoting the ex- 
pansion of magazines—in number and circulation— 
throughout the mission world. Now in the United States

for a limited period, he is currently available for speak 
ing engagements. There is much work to be done. Th 
day of the white man is fast coming to an end in man 
places of the world and one of the greatest of all mis 
sionary endeavors should be to have a team of nz 
tionals ready to, edit magazines after the nationalisti 
curtain is drawn down. 

In the meantime, the offices of the Evangelica 
Foundation in Philadelphia are extending their hel 
to these magazines in many ways. Our hope is thz 
these magazines will become self-supporting and tha 
the supervisory interest that is exercised over them may 













be turned to other fields and other magazines. Any of 
the editors of these papers can write to us and receive 
help in preparing future issues. We are glad to assist in 


getting editorial material ready for adaptation, to 
choose pictures and get cuts ready, and do anything 
else that a central news bureau can do for its member 
papers. 

Any missionaries, anywhere, who know promising 
national students who might be developed into edi- 
tors will find very sympathetic attention from our 
offices. There is pressing need for magazines in India, 
as soon as possible“in addition to the vast needs in 
Africa. 

The problems in order of importance are prayer, 
personnel and finances. We are convinced that these 
problems will be met as the Church in America 
awakens to the day in which we live and realizes that 
the Christian witness tomorrow will depend on how 
wisely we use the time we still have remaining.

O STUDY of the African peoples can be complete 
N today without taking into consideration the part 
played by missions in the past 100 years and more. 
Until recently, 90 per cent of the educational and 
medical work was in the hands of missions. This gave 
the Church a unique place of leadership not only in 
spiritual matters, but also nationally. 

Today all this is changed. Governments are increas- 
ingly taking over responsibility for both education and 
medicine. Together with the rise of literacy and the 
mass hunger for education, this has resulted in the 
missions’ position of national leadership being lost. 
Another factor also is the rise firstly of an educated 
elite, and now a rapidly-emerging educated mass whose 
allegiance belongs primarily to their own national lead- 
ers. In all its varied forms, nationalism is the dominant 
factor in the life of the peoples of these new nations. 

In such a situation the main problem for the Church 
is: How can a national influence for Christ be exerted 
and established? It is unfortunately true that we are 
often baffled and bewildered by the march of events in 
these countries today, but God Himself is never taken 
by surprise. 

One method for the reaching of these masses, a 
method which we believe has been given by the Holy 
Spirit to His Church, has been through mass-type 
colored illustrated magazines of which there are seven 
major ones being published regularly on the African 
Continent. In the Envol publication ministry in four 
different languages throughout French Africa and the 
Belgian Congo, we have a present African staff of 20, 
plus three or four missionary specialists who work as 
collaborators. This is the basic principle at the heart 
of the God-given vision for this ministry—the building

of it on an African, and not on a white missionary basis. 

The “raison d’etre” for these publications has never 
been solely the translating and perpetuating of the rich 
Christian heritage of the West— that is the work for 
the great men of God in the missions who are linguis- 
tically, intellectually and theologically equipped to do 
so. The ideal behind Envol and its three sister publica- 
tions is that it might capture, through its pages, the 
living voice of Africa’s Christendom. 

It is true that the pen is mightier than the sword, but 
the pen which is proving most effective in the new 
Africa is not that which is held by a white hand but 
that which is wielded and used by the indigenous black 
hand under the domination and leading of the Holy 
Spirit Himself. 

For the newly emerging African nations the “white” 
voice spells out loudly an imposed superiority and 
domination, imperialism and paternalism. Whether we 
recognize it or not, these things belong to an era in 
Africa’s history that already has passed. 

Are there then African Christians who can make 
their voice for Christ heard throughout the length and 
breadth of their lands? In what has already been accom- 
plished, we have proved that there are, and we believe 
also that in the many other language areas they are 
waiting to be discovered and to be given the opportu- 
nity for such a ministry on a national scale. This then 
is Africa’s hope, that throughout the entire continent, 
the voice of the Lord Jesus Christ might be heard in 
and through the lives of dedicated, Holy Spirit-directed 
African leaders. And the one medium by which this 
can be accomplished is through the publication min- 
istry such as Envol and similar African language 
editions. 













REMEMBER Miss J. quite well. She attended the 

same church. I was 17. Miss J. was attractive and 
perfect. Perfection is no asset in courtship but this was 
a very fundamental church and perfection was nothing 
to be sneezed at. But I couldn’t figure her out; any 
demonstration of fondness on my part produced ex- 
treme feelings of guilt in her. 

Analyzing a perfect person is like looking at the in- 
side of an expensive Swiss watch. Unless you are a 
professional, what is there to do but admire it? Miss J. 
was like that. Nothing went wrong. She never per- 
mitted it. She dressed perfectly, her diction was perfect 
and she obeyed every injunction in the New Testament. 
She was perfectly righteous. 

In fact, she seemed to have infinitely more right- 
eousness than is comely for a pleasant young Christian 
girl. Her soul was beautified by icicles and the devil 
was obviously intimidated by her. She didn’t drink 
coffee, didn’t chew gum, didn’t do anything that didn’t 
have the white glare of pure, unadulterated right- 
eousness about it. 

Some things puzzled me. I spent hours trying to put 
my finger on it. Once I detected a flare of fear in her 
eyes. When no one else was around, she looked lonely. 
She appeared to be proud, but it was different from 
arrogance. It seemed that she appeared big but felt she 
was quite small. There was something pathetic, almost 
frightening aout this perfection. Something was wrong. 
But what was it? 

The years passed and I sensed that here was a basic 
spiritual problem—pharisaism. In the field of clinical 
psychology, I studied this phenomenon. In the pastor- 
ate, I have had to cope with it continually. Pharisaism 
in our strongly evangelical churches is a problem we

must handle speedily or it will continue to do it 
devastating work crippling Christian personalities 
dividing churches, vitiating theological discussions 2 
sidetracking the program of the Kingdom of God. 
have not seen Miss J. for 15 years but I have never 
lacked contact with the pharisees. 

When depth psychology gave a name to the malady 
which has the symptoms of pharisaism, it was called 
narcissism after the Greek mythological figure Narcis-) 
sus, doomed by Nemesis to fall in love with his own 
reflection in a fountain. The psychoanalyst, however, 
who demonstrated the keenest insight into the inner 
workings of Miss J. and her company was Dr. Karen’ 
Horney, author of The Neurotic Personality of Our 
Time (Norton Publishers) and Neurosis and Human 
Growth (Norton Publishers). 

Because of a basic insecurity the neurotic closes him- 
self against his true feelings about himself and about 
life. He despises himself and arrogates to his person’ 
imaginary honors and claims which provide safety and 
security. He wishes self-glorification, and when these 
claims (neurotic trends) are confuted by reality he be- 
comes hostile and horribly anxious. This anxiety ap- 
pears to him as guils, and as a defense against anxiety 
he presses these claims even further. 

His neurotic trends take three forms and, although 
all three are present to one degree or another, one 
predominates. 

The first is resignation or pulling away from people. 
The second is morbid dependency. The third is superi- 
ority. One expression is the pharisee who glories in his 
superiority through self-righteousness. He is safe be- 
cause he is superior, and he is superior because he is 
perfectly righteous. Let us look at him more closely. 

Alfred Adler (superiority complex) declared that 
the paramount symptom was the striving for power, and 
in this case it is power through perfection. 


BEYOND PERFECTION. | 


One of our gravest church problems is the handling of people who are “too good to be true.” 


This article speaks frankly and offers solid solutions.

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Picture a tower high on a hill. It is impregnable. 
Every so often a kingly looking person condescends to 
come down and mix with the common folk in the 
valley below. He appears extremely humble because he 
feels that to appear superior is wrong in itself, and 
secondly, this attitude would arouse hostility in needed 
admirers. No one must ever be hostile toward him. 


THE PERFECT SINNER 


He jokes with the common folk, gives gentle and 
kindly advice, condemns to the bottom of hell all those 
who have sinned, are now sinning or look like they 
might possibly sin in the future. By so doing he uncon- 
sciously fights off forbidden impulses in himself, gains 
the admiration of the godly and strengthens the ap- 
pearance of righteousness in his own mind. He liber- 
ally showers good deeds about him but wants it made 
perfectly plain that he takes no credit for the good he 
does. 

He does not merely wish to look perfect; he is per- 
fect. His perfection is enhanced by the ready admis- 
sion that he is but a-poor humble sinner. If he sees an- 
other kingly looking person on the horizon, he glories 
in the fact that he is aware of the competitor’s secret 
sins. 

If you force him to divulge a few of this man’s short- 
comings he may tell you. But he will be even more 
righteous by keeping this secret knowledge to himself. 
His heart is broken over the transgressions of the com- 
petitive kings on the hill, but he will gladly attempt to 
help the masses who are cursed without the law. That 
is, of course, providing they recognize his superiority 
and act accordingly. 

Having made his rounds of goodness, he bids a fond 
farewell to the commoners and retreats to the tower on 
the hill. He is lonely up there but at least he is safe. He 
may be unloved, unlovely and unloving, but, above all, 
he is safe. He may feel life is futile, joyless and ter- 
rifying but he is respected and that is what counts. 

Let us suppose further that one day he descends 
from his tower and encounters some visiting prophets 
from another city. They too are kind and righteous. 
They point out several of his mistakes and give him 
unwanted advice. The people are rather taken up with 
them. 

Our king from the tower becomes furious, loses 
his temper and is disgraced. He attempts to discredit 
his competitors in the eyes of the people. He does not 
actually “fly off the handle;” he is “righteously indig- 
nant.” His hostility forces him to make further mis- 
takes until his defenses begin to collapse around him. 
He becomes terrified. He hates himself for breaking 
apart. Sickness overtakes him, low blood pressure, 
stomach trouble, palpitation of the heart, possibly a

sudden spurt of high blood pressure, stomach trouble, 
indigestion, or whatever, and he disappears from the 
scene. He retreats to the tower until the competitors 
leave or are destroyed. To say he is miserable is to put 
the matter mildly. 

But why there should be so many kingly pharisees 
among fundamentalists? 

There are numerous reasons. Where the full-orbed 
nature of God is the center of theology, His holiness as 
well as His love is emphasized. Righteousness does be- 
come the children of God and holiness adorns the 
hearts of spiritually reborn persons. Separation from 
the very spirit of the world is the sine qua non of 
fellowship with the Almighty. Aggression against others 
is forbidden and humility is a virtue. 


WHY PHARISEES? 


To the Pharisees (“separated ones”) the purity of 
the true Israel had to be maintained at all costs. Like- 
wise, the purity of the Church is a condition of her 
power. Naturally, in this atmosphere the pharisee finds 
righteousness highly desirable. It is the coin that buys 
respect. 

Take a case in point... 

Mr. T. first came to the pastor a broken drunkard, 
about to lose family, job and all security. He had al- 
ways been overbearing, presumptuous, extremely talk- 
ative and aggressive. Salvation for him had taken the 
form of sexual orgies and assuming the role of a uni- 
versal potentate at home and at work. He indicated to 
the pastor that he found himself hating his attitude on 
sex, his drinking and his bad life. He began to fear 
these attitudes and their consequences. What should 
he do? 

The pastor opened the Word of God and several 
days later this child of wrath embraced the crucified 
and risen Christ. The change was almost too dramatic 
to be true. Every vile habit was dropped. He partici- 
pated in every activity where prayer and Bible study 
were central. He was compelled to witness about the 
gospel of new life and he encouraged the testimony of 
the whole church. 

After several months distressing symptoms became 
evident. Mr. T. felt he was entitled to all of the pastor’s 
time and made it clear that extraordinary conversion 
bought extraordinary privileges. Bible discussions were 
monopolized by his lengthy contributions. He em- 
barked on interminable tirades against the sexual sins 
of his neighbors and soon had the sins of church mem- 
bers filed and catalogued. Sensitivity to criticism char- 
acterized all his ventures. He was ubiquitous at church 
gatherings and everyone’s business was his concern. 
His messianic mission clashed with the functions of the 
ministry and he became bitterly critical of the pastor 
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for reasons without number. Above all, the church was 
not holy. re 

Other members soon resented his prophetic utter- 
ances and he retreated into the tower on the hill. At 
first, his neurotic trend was the appeal of mastery 
through arrogant vindictiveness. Gradually, it became 
mastery through vindictiveness and perfection. 

Church members know there is something wrong 
about the whole picture and lump the symptoms under 
the term “spiritual pride.” Here we must beware lest 
we oversimplify. That term may lead to the notion that 
once this sin of “pride” is pointed out Mr. T. can 
easily clear it up. If he does not, he is consciously re- 
belling against God. Failure, however, to appreciate 
the dynamics of the neurosis and the ironclad nature of 
the unconscious is the very reason why any funda- 
mental pastors scorn depth psychology as a science and 
fail to aid those who need help most. Telling Mr. T. he 
is spiritually proud will aggravate his anxiety behind a 
temporary facade of extreme humility designed to 
prove that you do not understand him or the deeper 
life and are, therefore, a sinner. That which the phari- 
see must believe at all costs is that he is perfect, and 
every contrary intimation is a terrifying threat which he 
rejects unconsciously and instantaneously. 


NEUROTIC PASTORS 


Many splits in fundamentalist churches can be traced 
to what we are discussing. Several pharisees in rebel- 
lion need justification for their superior rightness, and 
it may just take the form of contending for a doctrinal 
interpretation or a fine point of ethics. , 

Let us suppose that the pastor is himself a full- 
fledged neurotic. Apparently, he is in an impossible 
situation. He must appear perfect, right, superior in 
biblical knowledge and holy. But he must also be 
humble and must submit his programs to sessions, 
boards of deacons, stewards, councils and congrega- 
tions. He must deal with neurotics who consider them- 
selves in competition with their minister. Here is a 
dilemma. To seek help from fellow ministers or a 
Christian psychotherapist would betray imperfections. 
He can live a life of concealed futility. If he has 
sufficient people behind him, including neurotics mor- 
bidly dependent upon him, and if he can find real 
factors within church and community to back his con- 
tention that all is not as God meant it to be, he can re- 
treat and take half the church with him! 

Doctrine was meant to determine life, not disguise it. 
Only the Holy Spirit Himself knows how many crimes 
of separation were committed in His name. Perhaps 
that is why, in the Pauline epistles, a Pharisee who was

divine “therefore” that pointed the way to sincere and 
genuine expressions in conduct of the total Christian 
life. On the one hand we are to be separate and “come 
out from among them,” and on the other hand we are 
“to maintain the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace.” 

We cannot infer that fundamentalism alone breeds 
neurotic pharisaism. Much of Protestant modernism 
was a separation from the faith on the basis of the trend 
of mastery through perfection and intellectual superior- 
ity. For many it was a disgrace to associate with a 
creed-worn fanaticism. 

The obstacles which the devil helped erect before the 
ministry of Jesus were subtle beyond comparison. 
Many of the Pharisees were not spiritually reborn. 
They were blind. Christ finally had to expose their 
condition and make an example of them for every 
suceeding generation. 

In modern churches pharisaism takes the maximum 
measure of the patience and faith of the church’s 
ministry. A neurotic minister will find it difficult to aid 
a neurotic Christian. But in the case of Mr. T., kind- 
ness and patience were proffered to disarm his de- 
fenses. But he was not flattered. Kindness was given 
within a firm framework. He was given counseling 
time by the pastor. But not too much time. That would 
foster superiority through the appearance of privileged 
position as a consequence of personal friendship with 
the minister. Capable laymen took him under their 
wing and reported back their results to the pastor 
regularly. 


HOW TO HANDLE 


In the Men’s Bible Class it was stressed that each 
man had a minute or two to express his understanding 
of Christian responsibility. We then had to listen to 
each member of the class earnestly. Above all, respect 
and love for persons were our goal. Each man was 
reminded that in the Church of Jesus he is an equal 
among equals. Any remarks of comparison or criti- 
cism of other persons were immediately rejected by the 
class. 

In the study of the Gospels the Sermon on the Mount 
was not dismissed as “the constitution of the millen- 
nium” but was prayerfully appropriated as the norm of 
the life that grows toward fulfillment in Christ. Right- 
eousness was discussed within the framework of love, 
joy, peace and confidence in God. Thus an under- 
standing dawned upon Christ’s statement that our 
righteousness must exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees. 

Several officials firmly reminded Mr. T. that vindic- 
tive gossip was not in the best interests of the church

OMES DO NOT just happen. They are the re- 

sult of perpetual thought, discipline, prayer and 

action. They can be either a “bit of heaven” on earth 
or “hell” within four walls. 

Said one of my former Sunday school pupils who 
came from a broken home, “If my mother is in heaven, 
I don’t want to go there.” 

But how can we make our homes wonderful? 

One of the saddest commentaries of our time is the 
separateness and compartmentalization of family life. 
Today’s families, though smaller, are less a unit than in 
the past. The craving for real family fellowship has 
largely ceased. Children seem to thrive as well away 
from home as in the home. 

To some degree the answer lies in the manifold di- 
versions available to the present-day family. The old- 
fashioned home was not in competition with every bit 
of clap-trap out of the world. Life patterns were more 
simple. “The Cotter’s Saturday Night” was no rarity, 
as is the case today. 

Our sensate society dotes on increasing portions of 
sensational entertainment. Our homes are seeming in- 
creasingly dull to our children. 

They think of a home as a young lady did who was 
approached by a real estate agent. “Why should I need

a home?” she asked. “I was born in a hospital, edu- 
cated in a college, courted in an automobile, married 
in a church; I eat in a restaurant, spend my afternoons 
playing bridge and my evenings at the movies. When I 
die, I will be buried by an undertaker. All I need right 
now is a garage.” 

Even a home that is called a Christian home is not 
necessarily a happy home. As important as the head- 
ship of Christ and the centrality of the family altar are 
to the establishment of family fellowship, they do not 
insure a happy home. Indeed, some people may seem 
to be good Christians, but not good parents. 

The first requisite to a wonderful home is its atmos- 
phere. Homes are not created by rules. They are not 
legislatures, courts, barracks or dormitories. Rather, 
they are incubators of the highest ideals and the finest 
Christian virtues of which we are capable. When un- 
forgiving attitudes, harsh words and critical tempera- 
ments make way for unsolicited kindnesses, unconscious 
courtesies and unbounded joy, the atmosphere in which 
Christian graces flourish is definitely assured. Char- 
acter craves a climate, and we must provide only the 
best. 

Take, for example, the seemingly trivial matter of 
conversation. Idle, unplanned, and selfish talk will de- 
tract from a home’s sweet atmosphere. The thoughts 
and problems of all members of the family should re- 
flect and react upon each other. “Table talks” may 
linger as the happiest memories of childhood. School 
activities, achievements and plans should enter into 
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the thought-sharing of a loving family. Psychologists 
point out that even the matter of voice control sets a 
prevailing tone in the home. Loud and nagging con- 
versation makes for psychological deafness, akin to a 
gunner’s ability to sleep amid the roar of firing can- 
nons. 

Another means to the enjoyment of family fellow- 
ship is to spend profitable evenings at home. Because 
of the scarcity of such a commodity, we are apt to 
smile at the suggestion. On the other hand, we should 
approach the problem in all sincerity and Christian 
seriousness. 

Today’s children know little of “firesides,” “song- 
fests” or recreation in the rumpus room. Living rooms 
are waste space; the den is much more appealing, for 
it usually contains the family television set. And, even 
if the family discovers an evening free, it seldom en- 
joys its own fellowship because of a lack of planned 
activity. No wonder some church children prefér the 
neighbor’s house to their own. 

Moreover, family fellowship can be cultivated along 
divergent cultural lines. Good music, whether “live” or 
recorded, should be abundantly provided. High quality 
reading material, ranging from school reference books 
to classical and Christian literature, should be found on 
the family library shelves. 

The proper use of the radio and the television set is a 
must. A worldly crowd, once scorned and frowned 
upon by Christian parents, now parades before eager 
eyes within the sanctuary of the homes—with or with- 
out parental censorship. These communicating media 
can be instruments for great good. “Television,” says 
Dr. Edward John Carnell, “can become a medium for 
endless increase of human happiness and security. This 
is our hope. But it may fall into the hands of those who 
will use it as a further means to exploit sinful potenti- 
alities in man. This is our fear.” 
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NEVER TOO OLD 


A final factor in the promotion of family fellowship 
is the utilization of leisure time. It has been said that 
“the family which prays together stays together. Might 
not it also be said that “the family which plays together 
Stays together”? When parents permit themselves to 
become so old in spirit as to eliminate the family 
play time, it is high time to take inventory. 

The first institution created by divine love and power 
is the human family. Society and the state follow in 
that order. It is worthwhile to note that the threatened 
collapse of the family is couched in Cain’s caustic ques- 
tion: “Am I my brother’s keeper?” 

When family loyalty vanishes and crass irresponsi- 
bility creeps in, the demise of the family is nearly ac- 
complished. On the other hand, when family loyalty is 
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developed along the lines of personnel, principles and 
projects, the family will unshakably stand the tests and 
tensions of modern temptations. When each member 
will be unflinchingly true and supremely loyal to every 
other member, our homes will be “little heavens” and 
our fellowship sublime. Ideals and principles must be- 
come the common property of all, as well as the re- 
sponsibility of each individual member. 

Finally, the family should be totally together in its 
projects. I once heard of a mother who at advanced 
age took clarinet lessons in order to share children’s 
interest in music. Hobbies and diversions may vary 
within the family framework, but certain unifying in- 
terests must be promoted if loyalty is to achieve per- 
fection. 


TAKEN FOR GRANTED 


Does not the Word condemn us when it says, “They 
made me keeper of the vineyards; but my own vine- 


* yard I have not kept” (Song of Sol. 1:6). Again, “As 


your servant was busy here and there, he was gone” (I 
Kings 20:40). Many Christian parents have been so 
busy looking after someone else’s children, they have 
unknowingly lost their own. 

Dr. John Sutherland Bonnell in his book Pastoral 
Psychology tells of a ten-year-old boy whose father was 
a very popular and enterprising young doctor. The 
father had no time for his family. The two younger 
sisters received the attention and affection of the 
mother, but the boy became an orphan in his own 
home. He lost interest in his studies as well as in his 
family. He quarreled continually with his sisters. The 
distracted mother brought him to Dr. Bonnell for coun- 
seling help. After several sessions, the boy was drawn 
out of his shell, revealing his utter loneliness and crav- 
ing for love. The parents, quickly appraised of the situ- 
ation, took the boy into their heart and lavished their 
attention and affection upon him. As a result, the lad 
was rescued from awful consequences, and the home 
was saved from an inevitable tragedy. 

How often children are taken for granted! How 
often it is assumed they are already adults! How 
quickly they gather the impression they are not wanted 
or needed! How many homes have suffered disinte- 
gration due to a lack of family loyalty or interest! 
Christian families should, by all means, find unified 
outlets of service and worship. Vocal and instrumental 
combinations should be pressed into practice and ac- 
tion. The total genius of the family should be de- 
veloped to the fullest possible extent. 

This then is our task, to make our homes so won- 
derful that a coming generation will treasure the in- 
heritance of a happy, wholesome home life, filled with 
the sunshine of God’s love.

Jesus Christ Is God

OLONEL ROBERT Ingersoll, the famous agnos- 

tic, did much harm to the cause of Christianity 

with his skeptical propaganda. But buried in Ingersoll’s 

lectures is evidence that he understood the nature of 

Christianity. In his lecture entitled, “About the Holy 
Bible,” he stated: 

“Christianity cannot live in peace with any other 
form of faith. If that religion be true, there is but one 
Savior, one inspired book and but one little narrow 
. . . path that leads to heaven. Such a religion is neces- 
sarily uncompromising.” 

Much has changed since Ingersoll’s era, but one 
factor remains—the denial of Christ as “God and 
Savior.” And yet probably the most thoroughly doc- 
umented teaching in the New Testament, outside of 
the Resurrection, is that Jesus Christ was and always 
claimed to be God incarnate. 

Hundreds of years before the birth of Christ, Isaiah 
declared that the Messiah was to be uniquely the Son 
of God and yet in some mysterious sense God the Son. 
“For unto us a child is born; unto us a son is given: 
and the government shall be upon his shoulder: and 
his name shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace” (Isa. 9:6). 

That this Person would share the nature of God 
Himself is enunciated most clearly in the Gospel of 
John, sometimes called “the gospel of the deity of 
Christ.” 

The Gospel begins, “In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the Word was God.” 
In verse 14 John reveals that this same Word “became 
flesh and dwelt among us,” and in verse 18 that “No 


one has seen God at any time. God, the only begotten, 
who was in the bosom of the Father, he has revealed 
him” (literal Greek) « 

The Greek word for revealed (exsegesato) literally 
means “lead out” or “make known.” From the same 
word we derive our word “exegesis,” literally “to take 
out.” The Word was therefore made flesh for the ex- 
press purpose of “exegeting” or interpreting God the 
Father to mankind. 

Many. theologians have speculated concerning the 
Greek word logos (Word) in John 1:1. Some say it is 
a carry-over from the Greek philosophy of Philo of 
Alexandria. Others maintain it has a relationship to 
the Jewish Targum, which uses the Aramaic term 
memra to express the divine nature. 

But upon closer examination, the concept of the 
logos having come from Philo must be dismissed, for 
John was writing from the background of Judaism, 
and his illustration is from Oriental custom, not Greek 
philosophy. 

In ancient days an oriental king held audience in 
his court within the throne room itself. Not wishing to 
be disturbed by the sight of some of his petitioning 
subjects, the king had a heavy curtain stretched across 
the back of the throne room, hiding his throne from 
the view of the petitioner. On the other side of the 
curtain stood one who was the oracle or interpreter 
for the king. On his right hand he wore the king’s 
ring; about his neck hung the medallion or royal seal 
symbolizing that he had authority to exercise judgment 
for the king. 

John uses this illustration to show us that even as 
the absolute authority to exercise judgment rested in 
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the king’s “interpreter” (logos—Greek) in the orien- 
tal courts, so the Lord Jesus, He who was “face to face 
with God” as the eternal Logos, became incarnate, 
taking upon Himself our form and as such became 
the mediator between God and man, the divine-hu- 
man interpreter of the invisible God to fallen man. 

The Lord Jesus then carried with Him at all times 
the seal of His Father and performed all His miracles 
through the agency of His Father (“the Father that 
dwelleth in me, he doeth the works,” John 14:10). 
As the ancient Logos or interpreter in the oriental 
courts spoke in the name of the king behind the cur- 
tain, so the Man of Galilee, infallibly interpreted or 
“exegeted” the will of His Father, who was veiled be- 
hind the curtain of eternity. 

No wonder then, that it could be said by Him, “He 
that hath seen me hath seen the Father,” and “The 
Father loveth the Son and hath given all things into 
his hand . . : that all men should honor the Son even 
as they honor the Father” (John 14:9; 3:35; 5:23). 

With this knowledge we can better understand the 
great majesty and authority which rested upon our 
Savior. The writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews de- 
scribed Christ’s majesty as “the brightness of God’s 
glory and the express image of his person” (Heb. 1: 
3). This passage, which literally reads, “the radiance 
or effulgence of His glory and the image imprinted 
by His nature or character,” testifies again to the true 
identity of Jesus Christ. 


EQUAL WITH GOD 


In John 5, the Pharisees objected to Christ, because 
He “made himself equal with God.” In John 8 Christ 
unhesitatingly taught, “Before Abraham was, I AM.” 

When we note that the identical terms are used by 
Jehovah in His discourse with Moses (Exod. 3:14), 
we see that not only did Jesus fully understand His 
identity, but that the Jews did too, for they “took up 
stones to stone Him” (John 8:59). The Jews stated 
clearly, “For a good work we stone thee not; but for 
blasphemy; and because that thou, being a man, 
makest thyself God” (John 10:33). This then was 
our Lord’s claim, nothing short of eternal pre-ex- 
istence. 

Evidence of the deity of Christ abounds throughout 
the New Testament. The Apostle Paul speaks of the 
great “mystery of God, and of the Father, and of 
Christ” (Col. 2:2), and states “for in Him dwells all 
the fullness of the Deity bodily” (Col. 2:9, literal 
Greek). 

In Zechariah 12, as God is speaking, the termin- 
ology suddenly switches from the Father to the Son. 
“I will pour out my spirit upon the house of David 

. . and they shall look upon me whom they have 
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pierced, and they shall mourn for him, as one mourn- 
eth for his only son.” 

When this is compared to Revelation 1, the appli- 
cation of Zechariah by the Holy Spirit is evident. 
“Behold, he cometh -with clouds; and every eye shall 
see him, and they also which pierced him: and all 
kindreds of the earth shall wail because of him.” 

The deity of our Lord leaps from countless pages 
of the New Testament which deal with the mysterious 
relationship between Him and His Father. This re- 
lationship caused the Apostle Paul to exalt: “Look- 
ing for that blessed hope and the appearing of the 
glory of the Great God and of our Savior, Jesus 
Christ” (Titus 2:13, literal Greek). “The Great God” 
is the antecedent of the phrase “our Savior Jesus 
Christ.” It is this same “Great God” who could con- 
stantly say to his antagonists, “If ye believe not that I 
am, ye shall die in your sins” (John 8:24). 


LINK UPON LINK 


Link upon link the golden chain of deity stretches 
through the pages of Scripture until at last it rests 
complete about the neck of Him who by angelic proc- 
lamation is declared to be King of kings and Lord of 
Lords, a chain which clasps together at the royal 
medallion of the Lion of the tribe of Judah (Rev. 5:5). 

It is little wonder, then, that through the ages men 
have been willing to “face the tyrant’s brandished steel, 
and the lion’s gory mane,” even to face the fires of a 
thousand deaths for the love of Him who is conqueror 
of death, because He and He alone is “Prince of 
Life” (Acts. 3:15). 

The Christ of Scripture is not the wishy-washy 
Jesus of some liberal theologians, nor is he “the divine 
principle or Christ-idea” of Christian Science, Unity 
or the other Gnostic cults. He is neither the angelic 
creature of Jehovah’s Witnesses nor the “advanced 
medium” of the Spiritists nor the abstract principle 
of philosophic speculation. 

The Christ of Scriptures is the very Oracle of God 
Himself, designated Logos or spokesman for the Father 
and in whose nail-pierced hands the fate of all creation 
rests. Truly God has spoken unto us in this age 
“through a Son whom he has appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the worlds” (Heb. 1: 
1-4). 

No wonder Paul could write, “Wherefore God also 
hath highly exalted Him and given Him a name 
which is above every name, that at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow of things in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the earth. And that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord to the 
glory of God the Father” (Phil. 2:9-11).

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THE SECOND COMING OF CHRIST—PART Ill 


MMEDIATELY after the Church is supernaturally caught away, the 

Antichrist will rise swiftly. Under his astute political leadership, the old 

Roman Empire will be reestablished as the United States of Europe. He will 
dominate the events of the Great Tribulation. 

The Antichrist will have more power than any political leader since the 
Caesars. He is the one who will make a treaty with the Jews by which they 
will receive the land that God has promised them. 

But his power is not confined to the political realm. The Word of God re- 
veals that the Antichrist will also dominate the religious world. 

We might well ask: How does this evil politician get his power in the 
realm of religion? 

To find the answer we must study carefully the 17th chapter of Revelation 
where we read: “Come hither, I will show to thee the judgment of the great 
harlot, that sitteth upon many waters; with whom the kings of the earth com- 
mitted fornication, and the inhabitants of the earth were made drunken with 
the wine of her fornication” (Rev. 17:1, 2—free translation). 

What is meant by the waters is explained in the 15th verse as “peoples, 
multitudes, nations and tongues.” In addition, the ninth verse identifies the 
woman as sitting upon seven hills, easily recognized as the City of Rome. 

But what does it mean, “with whom the kings of the earth have committed 
fornication”? 

The early church had been a persecuted body, but in the days of the Ro- 
man emperor Constantine it took the throne of the Caesars. Little by little it 
lost the vision of its heavenly calling and began to seek an earthly kingdom. 

Charlemagne received the crown of empire at the hands of a pope. The 
Holy Spirit, who had been given to govern the Church, was dethroned. Men 
exalted themselves as princes. 

Even in our generation decaying dynasties have remained in power by the 
support of the church, and together church and state have pillaged the people 
while they have “lived deliciously.” 

The harlot is said to have made the inhabitants of the earth drunk with 
the wine of her fornication. This reminds us of Lenin’s quotation that re- 
ligion is the opiate of the people. An opiate puts people to sleep; wine puts 
them into a stupor; so does religion without Christ. 

It is only the gospel which causes people to awake from sleep and arise 
from death into life in Christ. In all the world today, people are made 
drunken by the religious paganism of which ecclesiasticism is but one of the 
varied forms. 

Prominent through Revelation 17 is the theme of impurity and harlotry. 
One commentator has written: “Harlotry is the standing symbol of the Word 
of God for a debauched worship, idolatry and false devotion. . . . As this 
woman is a harlot, the great harlot, and the mother of the harlots and the 
abominations of the earth, she must needs be the great embodiment, source 
and representative of all idolatry, false worship and perversion of the Word 
and institutes of God.” 

However, she cannot be the papal system of Rome alone, because idolaters 
and perverters have existed long before there were Popes. Consequently, I 
believe that this evil woman represents the culmination of the whole godless 
religious system. 
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In verses 3 to 6 we read: “And he carried me away 
in the Spirit into a wilderness: and I saw a woman sit- 
ting upon a scarlet beast, full of names of blasphemy, 
having seven heads and ten horns. And the woman was 
arrayed in purple and scarlet, and gilded with gold and 
precious stones and pearls, having a golden cup in her 
hand full of abominations, even the unclean things of 
her fornication. And upon her forehead she had a 
name written, a secret symbol, Babylon the Great, the 
mother of the harlots, and of the abominations of the 
earth. And I saw the woman drunken with the blood 
of the saints, and with the blood of the martyrs of 
Jesus” (free translation). 

This passage identifies not only the godless religious 
system but also the beast (the Antichrist) upon whom 
she is sitting. During the Tribulation, then, the religious 
system shall dominate the political, even as the Roman 
Church dominates Spain today. 


TENDENCY FOR MERGER 

Today we see the great tendency for merger in 
Christendom. Both in the Protestant world and the 
Catholic world the word “ecumenical” is on every 
one’s lips. 

As in every part of the organized church’s life, this 
movement has two parts: one part is made up of true 
Christians who understand our Lord’s command con- 
cerning the oneness of the Body of Christ. These true 
followers of our Lord are seeking to obey Him in order 
that the world may truly know that we are His. The 
other part is composed of those who are in tares in the 
midst of the wheat. Their motives are quite different. 
They seek to dominate and take power to themselves. 

Now this quest for ecclesiastical domination is noth- 
ing new. It has been with us since the early days of 
the Church. Revelation 2:6 records: “But this thou 
hast, that thou hatest the deeds of the Nicolaitanes, 
which I also hate.” 

This word “Nicolaitanes” comes from the two words 
“conquer” and “people;” in this context it is evident 
that church leaders were desirous of “conquering” or 
“dominating” the people. 

We have seen this tendency throughout the history 
of the Roman Church; and despite the fact that the 
Protestant Church rebelled against this horror, it is 
very evidently with us as well. 

That the beast should be filled with the names of 
blasphemy is readily understood by students of Old 
Testament prophecy. The vision of the beast as given 
by Daniel presents a little horn with a mouth speaking 
great things (Dan. 7:8); later the word is repeated 
for greater emphasis, as a mouth that spake very great 
things, and the power was said to possess a look that 
was more stout than his fellows (Dan. 7:20). This is 
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further amplified in a statement that “he shall speak 
great words against the Most High, and shall wear out 
the saints of the Most High” (Dan. 7:25). 

From the beginning Satan’s conflict with God has 
revolved around the title of the Most High God (Isa. 
14:14), who is the possessor of Heaven and earth 
(Gen. 14:19). As the incarnation of Satan, this king- 
beast plays the character true to form. He “shall do 
according to his will; and he shall exalt himself, and 
magnify himself above every god, and shall speak 
marvelous things against the God of gods, and shall 
prosper till the indignation be accomplished” (Dan. 
11:36). Paul tells us that he “opposeth and exalteth 
himself above all that is called God, or that is wor- 
shipped; so that he as God sitteth in the temple of God, 
shewing himself that he is God” (II Thess. 2:4). 

The Roman Church has often been guilty of blas- 
phemy. The Virgin Mary is called “the Mother of 
God,” when she is but the mother of our Lord’s hu- 


* manity; she is called “the Queen of Heaven,” and 


many other false titles. The Roman Church calls its 
pope “the vicar of Jesus Christ,” even though such a 
title takes away the direction of the Church from the 
true Vicar of Jesus Christ, who is the Holy Spirit. 

The description of the woman’s dress and ornament 
is most revealing. The fact that she was arrayed in the 
garments of imperial power shows the age-long desire 
of ecclesiastical leaders to have temporal authority. 
Purple and scarlet are the colors of rule. Even now the 
Church of Rome clothes her bishops in purple and her 
cardinal princes in scarlet. But the Church was never 
meant to reign upon earth until her rejected Lord re- 
turns in power. 


LUST FOR POWER 

That day is not yet. Nevertheless, in the course of 
church history one of the deadliest marks of ecclesi- 
astical corruption is the lust for temporal power. 

Christ had said that the part of Caesar was to be 
rendered to Caesar and that the part of God was to be 
given to God. But the carnal successors of the early 
Spirit-filled leaders were more interested in increasing 
their own part than in living as instruments of self- 
sacrifice, calied unto the service of the One who was 
born in another man’s manger and buried in another 
man’s tomb, and who, in between, had not a place to 
lay His head. 

In the early chapters of Revelation the deeds of the 
clerical party were already manifest in the Ephesian 
period. By the time the Pergamos period was reached, 
the deed had become a doctrine. When the church 
abandoned the leadership of the Holy Spirit and en- 
throned one whom she called the vicar of Christ, the 
race for power was on.

In our day, the popes have succeeded in getting a 
tiny foothold once more in the microscopic state of 
the Vatican. That is enough to satisfy their lust for 
power and to give them the right to speak of embassies, 
diplomatic missions, and other prerogatives of sover- 
eign states. The day will come when the great, englob- 
ing church organization, bereft of all true believers, 
will ride high on political power, clothed with all the 
accouterments of temporal reign. 

In addition to these marks of government, the 
Tribulation church will have vast riches. We shall 
never forget the unparalleled display of riches which 
we saw in the crypt of such cathedrals as those of 
Milan and the Vatican. Millions of dollars worth of 
jewels encrust the tombs of departed saints and popes, 
and in thousands of smaller churches this lavish out- 
pouring can be duplicated in lesser degree. In the 
Spanish Civil War, the republican government stripped 
enough wealth from the churches to finance their gi- 
gantic struggle for almost two years. 

Perhaps the richest organization in the world today 
is the Roman Catholic Church. This great wealth is 
undoubtedly one of the contributing causes of the 
hatred which the secular power develops toward the 
woman (v. 16), for she shall be stripped of all her 
wealth in one moment, even as Russia in the revolution 
stripped the Eastern Church of all her properties.

“How much she hath glorified herself, and lived de- 
liciously, so much torment and sorrow give her” (Rev. 
18:7). 

The height of hypocrisy is that abominations and 
filthiness should be poured from a golden cup. A care- 
ful study of the word “abominations” throughout the 
Bible reveals that it is practically synonymous with 
“idol” or “idolatry.” An idol is detested by the holy 
God who is jealous for his people, though not jealous 
of the idol. 

In Daniel, the famous “abomination of desolation” 
is distinctly stated to be the setting up of an idol: “The 
daily sacrifice shall be taken away, and the abomina- 
tion that maketh desolate set up” (Dan. 12:11). 

Therefore, the abominations of the ecclesiastical 
organization of the last days announce a large return 
to idolatry. The tendency is already firmly established 
both in ecclesiasticism and in political life. Anyone 
who has seen the procession of Lourdes, or the feast 
of the holy blood at Bruges, knows that there is 
idolatry in the Roman Church. 

Romanists deny it, but unbiased observers know 
that the masses of the population give more allegiance 
to some statues of Mary than they do to others. And 
there are thousands of churches that have chapels to 
three or more “Virgin Marys,” some of the worshippers 
bowing at the shrine of the Virgin of Lourdes, others 
at the Virgin of La Sallette, others at the Virgin of Hal, 
and various other local manifestations of the Virgin. 
All this will be accentuated at the time of the end. 
In the political realm the great statues of Communist 
leaders in various lands are appearing more and more 
like religious shrines. When these two tendencies are 
united, the cup of abominations will indeed be over- 
flowing. 

Significantly, the abominations and filthiness come 
from a golden cup. The concordance provides an ex- 
planation: “Babylon hath been a golden cup in the 
Lord’s hand, that made all the earth drunken: the 
nations have drunken of her wine; therefore the na- 
tions are mad” (Jer. 51:7). 

Hislop, in his monumental study, The Two Baby- 
lons, writes: “The apocalyptic emblem of the Harlot 
woman with the cup in her hand was even embodied 
in the symbols of idolatry derived from ancient Baby- 
lon, as they were exhibited in Greece; for thus was 
the Greek Venus originally represented, and it is 
singular that in our own day, and so far as appears for 
the first time, the Roman Church has actually taken 
this very symbol as her own chosen émblem. In 1825 
on the occasion of his jubilee, Pope Leo XII struck a 
medal, bearing on the one side his own image, and 
on the other that of the Church of Rome symbolized

ILLIAM G. POLLARD, atomic physicist at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., came to know two worlds, 
both universal in scope. Neither of these he could 
deny. As a scientist he could not limit science by leav- 


ing a certain area in which God could work in a non- 
scientific way. 

As a Christian, however—Pollard is also an Episco- 
palian priest—he could not limit God by making provi- 
dence the domain of the credulity of wishful thinkers. 

To a physicist-priest, this would create considerable 
intellectual tension. But any intelligent believer, who 
has faith in a God who acts in history, yet recognizes 
that science has explanations for many of these divine 
phenomena, may have similar conflicts, though they 
may be less intense. 

How did Pollard resolve his dilemma? That is the 
subject of a 190 page book, Chance and Providence.* 
It represents some eight years of wrestling with the 
problem. 

At a time of frequent books on science and religion 
by men of the cloth who are mostly untrained in 
science, it is refreshing to examine a work by a compe- 
tent scientist. 

William G. Pollard, whose teaching career includes 
appointments at several respected universities, is at 
present the Executive Director of the Oak Ridge In- 
stitute of Nuclear Studies, an organization involved in 
educational and research programs for the Atomic En-

ergy Commission. For a number of years, in addition 
to contributing to the journals in physical science, Dr. 
Pollard has been writing in areas of biblical and re- 
ligious studies. Underscoring his dual interest in science 
and religion was his ordination in 1954 as a priest in 
the Episcopal Church. 

Chance and Providence is an honest book, facing 
problems squarely. It is only incidentally concerned 
with confronting the secular world with the biblical 
orientation which it assumes. It is primarily concerned 
with the unique problems which those who share this 
point of view experience. 

Not a book of apologetics, it assumes at the start 
that “. . . the literature of this tradition, the Bible, bears 
true witness to the actual acts of the living God in real 
historical events.” Yet this is matched by its comple- 
mentary assumption concerning science, “We must... 
accept it at full value . . . acknowledging throughout the 
essential validity which it undoubtedly possesses.” 
Thus he begins with the dual commitment to the valid- 
ity of both the historical revelation of God and the en- 
tire structure of modern science. From this vantage 
point the paradox of the operation of providence in a 
scientific world is explored. 

Most people hold to a concept of science derived 
from classical physics. In these terms, every event is 
totally determined by other events, and the universe is, 
crudely speaking, one big machine. The mechanistic 
view necessitates that any act of God in nature would 
be an intervention, contrary to nature. This is an un- 
tenable view to Pollard. Not only would it make a be- 
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liever-scientist at best schizophrenic, but the notion 
that the cosmic machine runs by its own laws apart 
from God is downright unbiblical. Modifications of a 
mechanistic determinism, such as allowing lower-than- 
man nature to be mechanistically determined by con- 
sidering man a suitable area for providential acts, 
stumble upon some very obvious difficulties. Such views 
probably occasioned by the relatively primitive stages 
of the human sciences compared with the physical. 

Pollard’s view of the nature of scientific knowledge 
is not that of the classical physicist. Not only the social 
and life sciences are probabalistic, but all science is 
characterized by indeterminism and is statistical to the 
core. Drawing upon the celebrated thesis of Heisen- 
berg and the modern quantum theorists, he rejects the 
mechanistic view of classical physics in its entirety. 
Everywhere, from micro-particle to galaxy, the uni- 
verse is so constructed that at each moment, real al- 
ternatives exist, and prediction is meaningful only in 
terms of probability. This is Pollard’s cosmos, and only 
in such a cosmos can Pollard’s God act. 


NO PROOF FOR PROVIDENCE 


Any understanding of the idea of providence must 
be based upon the recognition of chance and accident 
in the historical aspects of experience. It is in retro- 
spect, in history, that the Christian sees an active prov- 
idence, where others see only a bit of extraordinarily 
good luck. The indeterminacy in history finds its source 
in chance (where there are alternatives for which the 
laws of nature provide only probabilities) and in acci- 
dent (where the coincidence of several events, not 
causally connected, decide the course of subsequent 
events). This indeterminacy, these chance and acci- 
dental factors are all that science can provide us with. 
They are the dead-end of explanation. 

There is no “proof” for providence, and the be- 
liever’s grasping for proofs is not only impossible from 
the standpoint of science but also from the standpoint 
of Christianity. Pollard explains, “If it were possible to 
carry through successfully such a program, then it 
would be possible to arrive at the Christian perception 
and understanding of providence quite independently 
of God’s historic revelation of Himself to which the 
Bible bears witness.” Nevertheless, Pollard, taking a 
long look at history, suggests an ancient argument, that 
if God did not act in the events of His creation it 
would disintegrate into sheer chaos, striving meaning- 
lessly in the openness of its alternatives. 

Classical deterministic physical theory utilizes a di- 
mension of time which is measured by the motion of a 
body, such as the hand of a clock. If time is limited to 

“such a mathematical interpretation, with arbitrarily se- 
lected starting and terminating points, and no past, 
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present or future, the concept of providence will never 
fit in. Modern indeterministic physics, however, brought 
another kind of time into science—historical time, hav- 
ing no extension, a time which must be lived, not 
measured, a time witha now. This was achieved by in- 
troducing uncertainty, real alternative modes of re- 
sponse to a set of causal conditions. Given a set of 
genuine alternatives, providence can act, miracles can 
happen. 

Obviously a miracle cannot, for Pollard, be a viola- 
tion of any natural law. A miracle is simply an event 
which is an exceedingly improbable combination of 
elements, taken by the believing community to be a di- 
vine act. Science cannot account for the almost incredi- 
ble consequence of so many improbable developments 
in one event. 

The worshipper says “providence.” The unbeliever 
says, “A stroke of good fortune.” The worshipper can- 
not objectively establish the purposive activity of God, 


“but the secularist, by the same token, cannot penetrate 


the curtain of chance and accident to demonstrate 
that God does not act. This would be, if so intended, a 
perfectly ridiculous argument to confirm the occur- 
rence of providential acts, but Pollard is not writing to 
convince the skeptic, but to explore the conditions un- 
der which providence would make sense. 

A number of writers have toyed with the idea of us- 
ing the Heisenberg indeterminacy principle to solve the 
ancient problem of human freedom. Pollard not only 
has serious doubts concerning the results of these ef- 
forts, but flatly rejects any ready solution. “The para- 
dox of freedom and providence is a real paradox.” It 
is not resolved in non-Christian philosophy, nor in 
criminal law, nor in the Bible, nor in the Christian life. 
The simple answer: The paradox is ingrained in the 
very nature of things. 


PARADOX OF TWO WORLDS 


A rather lucid treatment of Bohr’s Principle of Com- 
plementarity is used as a basis of consideration of the 
nature of paradox. From a purely formal standpoint, 
the view that light is both a wave and a particle is a 
paradox. From a purely formal standpoint, Paul’s as- 
sertion “I, yet not I, but the grace of God” is a paradox. 
The solution, or better, resolution is possible only when 
we clarify our thinking concerning human knowledge 
and its object. 

From this point on, the book is Martin Buber, will- 
ingly acknowledged, properly understood and interest- 
ingly applied. In his J and Thou, Buber has categorized 
human relationships into I-It and I-Thou relationships, 
an almost self-evident dichotomy. The world of science 
is a world in which the object of knowledge is con- 
sidered an “it”, objective and inert. 


There are no disappointments to those whose wills are buried in the will of God. 








Science cannot have any contact with the world of I- 
Thou in which beings meet each other in a subject- 
subject relationship. There is no freedom in I-It, no 
providence, no inter-personal relationships. In the 
I-Thou relationship (of which the covenant relation- 
ship in the Bible is an example) freedom and destiny 
are meaningful. The paradox is not removed, for these 
are not two separate worlds but two aspects of a single 
reality, but this perspective allows what Pollard con- 
siders the only intelligent attitude toward chance and 
providence. The only way to ease the inescapable ten- 
sion is to learn to move facilely from one philosophical 
mode of thought to the other, from the I-It to the 
I-Thou. “Only it is possible for one to be imprisoned 
in the first so exclusively as not to know or experience 
the other at all.” And, I suppose, conversely. 

For a number of years Pollard has been attempting 
to introduce scholars in other disciplines to the impor- 
tance and utility of the new physics in their fields. His 
articles have suggested that biology and the social 
sciences could well profit from some of the findings of 
modern physics. Chance and Providence climaxes 
these efforts by suggesting that the new physics has a 
significant contribution to make to certain problems in 
religion. 

Biology may very well be eventually reducible to 
physics, and profit from the reduction, and nothing 
would please the social scientist more than to replace 
his imprecision with the precision of the physical

sciences. Pollard has here argued, however, not that 
Christianity will be better off by accepting the broader 
implications of the uncertainty principle, but that prov- 
idence, and therefore Christianity, cannot make sense 
in anything but a universe in which chance and acci- 
dent are real. In a way this seems to link providence 
with a physical theory in a way that is perhaps un- 
necessarily stringent. 

Whereas Pollard is not attempting to prove provi- 
dence, one cannot deny that he has made it clear how 
to disprove providence—simply show that indetermin- 
ism is a temporary stage in man’s ignorance. 

All contemporary physicists admit to the uncertainty 
principle, yet there are two views with respect to it 
which are relevant here. 1). Pollard and most others 
hold that this is an essential characteristic, the way 
things are. 2) A few respected physicists, Einstein and 
Schrodinger, for instance, have admitted indeterminacy 
only as the price we have to pay for the incomplete- 
ness of our physical theory. At present all the available 
scientific evidence is on Pollard’s side, but if the others 
should ultimately turn out to be correct and deter- 
minism is reinstated in physics, Pollard’s providence is 
of necessity a creatiop of ignorance. 


OVERSTATED CASE 


It may be difficult to imagine the triumph of some re- 
surgent determinism in physics, but I believe that the 
even remote possibility suggests the criticism that Pol- 
lard might have overstated his case. He has been explor- 
ing the conditions under which providence would make 
sense. One set of conditions, a most reasonable set of 
conditions, and to this reviewer the only feasible set of 
conditions yet conceived, is Pollard’s chance universe. 
I have some reluctance, however, to treat this as the 
only possible set of conditions under which providence 
would make sense. The tragic history of the conflict of 
science and religion is marked by an abundance of the 
only possible notions. I may be reading out of Pollard 
more than he intends on this point. If so, I suggest that 
the fault is primarily on the part of the author. 

The strength of the book is in its scholarly integrity 
and forthrightness. It is an honest investigation of a 
singularly important issue by a man who is fully con- 
vinced that he is right, but refuses to let his convictions 
about his conclusions obscure what might be embar- 
rassing problems. 

Writers in the area of science and religion would do 
well to examine his treatment of sources and emulate 
his effort. The book is not overly footnoted, and every 
reference, be it in physics, biology, history or philoso- 
phy, is a significant work. It is not a polemic, but the 
critical passages are carefully reasoned treatment of

He works on one lesson before he comes to 
class; next he reviews an old lesson; then he goes out 
to begin a third lesson. He dabbles in three lessons 
without following through on any one of them. One les- 
son is put aside as soon as the class session is over in 
order that the pupil may begin his work on the next 
one. 

Let us look at some of the results of this type of 
procedure. 

1. The application of the lesson is lost. Too often 
when the pupil leaves the Sunday school class room, he 
leaves the lesson, too. It is all over, and he goes out to 
do his homework on the lesson for the next week. 
There is no carry-over from the lesson just covered in 
class into activities relating the lesson to daily living. 
The pupil is given no opportunity to think on it, to re- 
late it to everyday work and play, to make it a part of 
himself. This loss of application is most serious. We be- 
lieve that God’s Word is a guide for daily living. Yet we 
stop short of making it a guide in the lives of the pu- 
pils. 

2. Some pupils do not do the homework. Many Sun- 
day school teachers have been discouraged because so 
many pupils come with blank pages in their work- 
books. (Or perhaps they forget that they even have a 
workbook!) Likely this is because the pupil has no in- 
terest in doing his homework. How can he be interested 
in doing his homework when the class period is spent 






































on one lesson, and then he is asked to answer ques- 
tions on something else? There is no motivation for 
him to start the homework, thus the week goes by and 
the homework goes undone. 

3. Some pupils are inattentive in class. The inatten- 
tive pupil is not necessarily the slow one. Indeed some 
of the brighter pupils and those who have done the 
homework may be the troublesome ones. To them the 
Bible story is “old stuff.” They’ve heard it before. 
They’ve just read it in order to do the homework. 
When a few in the class have done the homework and 
others have not, the teacher has difficulty in interesting 
the group as a whole. When interest is not maintained, 
the pupil finds something else to do, something else to 
talk about, and discipline problems result. 

But this need not be. These problems can be met, at 
least in part, by teaching the lesson first, and then hav- 
ing the pupil do his homework based on that lesson. 
Let us see how such a procedure could affect the above 
problems. 

1. The application of the lesson. No Bible lesson 
should be a lesson just for lesson’s sake, but unfor- 
tunately many are just that. However, when the 
homework follows the lesson the pupil can be given 
practical assignments that help him relate the Bible to 
his own life. 

For instance, in the class session the pupil can study 
about Joseph and his brothers. Then during the week 
following that lesson, he can watch for examples of be- 
havior like that of the brothers—jealousy because 
someone has something another wishes he has, mis- 
treatment of other members in one’s family, telling 
falsehoods, scheming against another. He can also 
watch for examples of behavior like that of Joseph— 
obedience to parents, kindness to those who mistreat 
us, helpfulness, sharing with others. He can observe 
his own behavior throughout the week to see when he 
is like Joseph and when he is like the brothers. 

When this kind of activity is carried on after the les- 
son, the Bible story is not just an old account of some- 
thing that happened to some one a long time ago. It is 
alive. It is meaningful today, and meaningful to the 
pupil in his own everyday activities. 

2. The doing of the homework. What a pupil does 
is dependent in large measure upon motivation. If the 
lesson is taught first, the teacher can relate the lesson 
to what is ahead in the homework, thus motivating the 
pupil to do the work. The assignment can then be 
based on something to which the pupil has been 
properly introduced. Then the pupil builds upon what 
he has heard or said in class. He can answer the ques- 
tions in his workbook much more meaningfully after 
the lesson than before. 

Sometimes the homework can be started during the

last few minutes of the class session so that the pupil 
gets the “feel” of the work and its relationship to the 
lesson and to his life. When the homework follows the 
teaching of the lesson, the pupil knows better what he 
is expected to do. The questions in his workbook can 
be a‘challenge to him to see how much he remembers 
and the activities can be a help to him in practicing the 
principles of the lesson. 

3. Inattentiveness in class. When the pupil leaves 
the classroom to do homework based on the lesson he 
has just had, he sees a relationship between that lesson 
and what goes on around him. He can come back to 
the classroom the next week ready to report on how 
the principle of the lesson worked out in his school- 
work, in his family relationships, or on the playground. 
He is interested in how the lesson works in his life and 
in the lives of others. After a report on the outwork- 
ings of the old lesson, the class is ready to begin the 
lesson for that day. During the discussion, this lesson 
too, is related to life, and at the end of the hour the pv- 
pil goes with an assignment that will help him in fur- 
ther applying the lesson to daily living. When the pu- 
pil sees that the Bible affects life, he will be attentive 
because he is inteyested in himself and what God’s 
Word has to say about him.

The Candidate Out on a Limb 


Kennedy and the Catholic Press 


Sen. John F. Kennedy, leading Cath- 
olic Presidential candidate, created a 
minor sensation recently by openly con- 
tradicting the Pope. 

Immediately, the Catholic press 
thundered in protest. The Jesuit maga- 
zine America retorted, “Mr. Kennedy 
doesn’t really believe that.” Not one 
Catholic publication supported the 
presidential hopeful. 

Last December, Pope John XXIII 
demanded “unanimity” of Catholic pol- 
iticians in submitting to his “moral 
guidance” and that of his priests in the 
conduct of civil affairs. 

Yet the young Massachusetts sena- 
tor wrote in Look magazine, “What- 
ever one’s religion in private life, to the 
officeholder nothing takes precedence 
over his oath to uphold the Constitu- 
tion in all its parts—including the First 
Amendment and the separation of 
Church and State.” 

This was an explicit public renuncia- 
tion of his political allegiance to the 
Pope. He added that (1) he was “flatly 
opposed to sending an ambassador to 
the Vatican;” (2) there “could be no 
question of federal funds being used for 
support of parochial schools;” (3) and 
“the first Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion is an eminently wise one.” 

Then the official Catholic reaction 
set in. 

After Kennedy had spoken, Com- 
monweal, organ of the Catholic “lib- 
erals,” admitted that, in the opinion of 
many, for Kennedy to have said any- 
thing else would have amounted to 
political suicide. Yet Commonweal crit- 
icized his reply very severely. 

Regarding Kennedy’s statement that 
“nothing takes precedence over his 
oath,” the Jesuits were especially in- 
censed. America magazine retorted, 
“No religious man, be he Catholic, 
Protestant or Jew, holds such an opin- 
ion. A man’s conscience has a bearing 
aE his public life as well as his private 
ife.” 

An editorial in Ave Maria, published 

“by the Holy Cross Fathers at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame, said that “some- 
thing does, indeed, take precedence 
over the obligation to uphold the Con- 
stitution, namely conscience. 
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A defense of private conscience even 
against the will of the majority would 
strike a responsive Protestant chord. It 
was the rights of private conscience, as 
directed by God, after all, that were 
most directly involved in the struggles 
of the Reformation. 

But private conscience is essentially 
a private affair. It is so important to an 
individual that he must follow it in his 
private conduct even if it leads him to 
jail or death. He must do what he thinks 
is right, regardless of any law to the 
contrary. 2 

But this moral right and prerogative 
does not apply in the same way to a 
man who voluntarily assumes public of- 
fice. What kind of chaos would result if 
every policeman who is ordered to en- 
force a law must first make it square 
with his—perhaps peculiar—conscien- 
tious principles? Wouldn’t our govern- 
ment soon collapse if various public 
officials from the President down would 
enforce the various laws or not depend- 
ing on whether they met such a test? 

The conscientious objector to war 
has a moral right to refuse induction 
and choose jail instead. But once he has 
accepted induction, once he has been 
trained, armed, and sent to the battle- 
field, he is in a poor position to invoke 
his private conscience and refuse to 
fight. Neither has any Catholic a right 
to run for office, get elected, take his 
oath to support the Constitution and 
laws, and then administer his office not 
under such laws but under his distinc- 
tive Roman Catholic “conscience.” 

This is more true of Catholics than 
of others because the Roman Catholic 
conscience is not a private conscience 
at all. Cardinal Gibbons, for one, made 
it crystal clear that the conscience of a 
good Catholic is indistinguishable from 
the “conscience of the Church.” 

This was reiterated only last August 
when Father John V. Sheridan, direc- 
tor of the Catholic Information Center 
at Los Angeles, answered an inquiry 
from a Protestant clergyman. He said 
that “there is no conflict between the 
dictates of a Catholic’s conscience and 
those of the Church, for the simple rea- 
son that the dictates of his conscience 
will always follow and reflect those of 
his Church.” It is perfectly obvious, 
then, that America and Ave Maria were 










not defending private conscience at all 
but the corporate conscience of the 
Church. If this conscience is private at 
all, it is the private conscience not of 
the candidate but of the Pope alone. 
Father Paul Hallett, writing in the 
nationally circulated Catholic Register, 
also replied to Kennedy. He quoted 
from Sabetti-Barrett. This great moral 
theologian, discussing the oath of of- 
fice, said that “No one is considered to

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give intellectual consent to everything 
it contains. The oath simply binds one 
to obey the laws and aid in their en- 
forcement, saving always the rights and 
the law of God.” And neither Sabetti- 
Barrett nor anyone else will deny that 
he meant the “law of God” as defined 
by the Pope. 

In discretionary matters, of course, 
the conscience of the officeholder has 
broad sway. This is what Kennedy 
meant in the statement that was re- 
ported exclusively in ETERNITY. He 
said that he was “influenced” in his pub- 
lic actions only “by my own conscience 
and convictions and my loyalty to my 
country, constituents and party.” This 
statement was disregarded by American’ 
and Ave Maria. It would never satisfy 
them anyway. Kennedy referred to “his 
own” conscience, not the Pope’s. 

The violence of Catholic resentment 
against this prominent Catholic was 
underlined by Father Virgil C. Blum, 
nationally known Jesuit political scien- 
tist. His statement was circulated by 
the News Service of the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference, operated by 
| all the American bishops. Father Blum 
said, “It seems somewhat strange to see 
a Boston Catholic in the ‘strict separa- 
tion’ camp usually occupied by Protes- 
tagts and Other Americans United and 
their followers.” Kennedy’s answer to 
Blum came a few days later in a tele- 
vision interview on “Face the Nation.” 
Kennedy said that “judging from the 
mail he had received, his views are 
| shared by the great majority of Catho- 
| lics in this country.” 

Now the Holy Cross Fathers are 
planning a series of politico-religious 
questions of their own. “Now, before 
the field narrows to one or two Catho- 
lics in particular,” says their editorial, 
“is the time for Catholics to begin think- 
ing through all the implications con- 
tained in the situation. The LOOK 
article raises many points for consider- 
ation . . . There are many more ques- 
tions which remain to be answered. 
| And we shall take them up from time to 

| time in future editorials.” In other 

words, the Holy Cross Fathers are go- 
| ing to do exactly what POAU recom- 
mended: question Roman Catholic 
candidates about their religio-political 
views. 

The argument between Kennedy and 
the leadership of his Church will not, of 
course, close the discussion. Still to be 
considered is the question whether 
America is right in saying that “Mr. 
Kennedy doesn’t really believe that.” 
Protestants will want to be assured on 
this point. Also still to be determined is 
whether Catholic pressures will force 
Kennedy, politician-like, to back away 
from the position he took in the Look 
interview. This will not be known for 
sure at least until election day. 
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,man, said of Graham, 





But at least two conclusions can be 
drawn. One is that such questions can 
and properly should be addressed to all 
Catholic candidates. The askers of such 
questions are not per se bigots. The 
questions should be asked not only of 
presidential candidates but also of can- 
didates for Senator, Congressman, 
Mayor, Alderman, and county commis- 
sioner. They are particularly suitable to 
be asked in deciding on the qualifica- 
tions of school teachers. With regard 
to religious indoctrination in public 
schools, will Catholic teachers follow 
the law and the constitution and the 
regulations, or will they follow the cor- 
porate conscience of the Church, as 
defined by the Pope? 

One last conclusion is obvious. Pope 
John is not getting the “unanimous” 
subservience that he demanded just be- 
fore Christmas. He doesn’t get such al- 
legiance from Kennedy, at least not 
publicly. If Catholic politicians and 
public office-seekers were all asked 
such questions, and if most of them an- 
swered as Kennedy did, the principal 
Catholic lay leadership would be found 
in public opposition to the Pope’s claims. 

Once the lay leadership publicly re- 
nounced the Pope’s infallibility, as Ken- 
nedy has done, it could not be “sold” 
for very much longer to the rank and 
file. Thus, even if such questions did not 
defeat a single Catholic applicant for 
office, they might lead the great mass of 
American Catholics eventually to em- 
brace the Protestant principle of indi- 
vidual moral judgment and the Ameri- 
can democratic principle of individual 
freedom in political affairs. 


Graham in Australia 


A world record crowd for any cricket 
ground, 143,750 people, heard Evange- 
list Billy Graham on March 15 at the 
Melbourne, Australia, cricket stadium 
in his closing meeting there. It was also 
a record Graham Crusade crowd. 

The 4,107 decisions brought to 
26,440 the total number of spiritual 
commitments during the Crusade. 
More than an hour before the final 
rally, the stands were packed to capac- 
ity with hundreds of people standing. 
Some 4,000 persons were unable to 
gain admittance and listened via loud- 
speakers outside the arena. At least 
700,000 people attended meetings in 
the Melbourne Crusade. Previous high 
single meeting attendance was the 
crowd of 120,000 during the London 
Crusade. 

Dr. Barton Babbage, Crusade Chair- 
“We have been 
impressed by his burning sincerity, his 
infectious charm, and his devotion. It 
must be an immense satisfaction to him 
that this great stadium, which held the 
Olympic games four years ago, has its 
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greatest crowd to applaud almighty 
God.” 

After the meeting, Graham told re- 
porters, “I feel very humble. I feel I am 
just a spectator. I didn’t do it. It was the 
Lord’s doing, and I am only His mes- 
senger.” 

In a final interview with Melbourne 
reporters, the evangelist said, “Don’t 
look for the results in a week from now. 
Look in four years’ time. We have had 
many reports of immediate results— 
marriages that were broken and are 
now restored, increased church attend- 
ances. But the real influence will take 
time to show itself in the community as 
a whole.” 

After meetings in Tasmania, Sydney, 
Brisbane, Adelaide and Perth, Graham 
was to leave Australia in June.

Russians 


Receive 
the 
Word 


By A. WASSILIEFF 


During the six months of the recent 
Brussels, Belguim, World’s Fair, Pastor 
A. Wassilieff of Brussels had a unique 
opportunity to witness to thousands of 
Russian visitors. Here is his report: 

Wassilieff: This was the first time 
singe the Communist revolution in 1917 
that evangelical missionaries have been 
able to meet such a large number of 
Russian citizens in a serene atmosphere 
to present the Gospel to them and give 
them Bibles and Testaments. These con- 
tacts made us realize our reponsibilities 
to provide evangelical publications in 
Russian to give answers adapted to the 
problems of these souls who live, seek 
and wait under very difficult and un- 
favorable conditions. 

Question: About how many Russian 
visitors were there? 

Wassilieff: During the World’s Fair, 
the Soviet ship “Grousia” visited Bel- 
gium five times, each time bringing 
750 to 800 tourists. Two other boats 
brought artists, and another brought 
hundreds of others. One must also con- 
sider the crews of the cargo boats and 
the visitors who arrived twice a week 
by air. 

According to the official statistics, 
there were more than 10,000 Russian 
visitors. To this must be added thou- 
sands of emigrants and displaced per- 
sons, which would certainly double the 
official figure. 

Question: Why did the Soviet gov- 


| ernment permit so many of its citizens 
outside the Iron Curtain? 


Wasilieff: At first they were desirous 
of beating the record of visits from any 
other country, but after they discovered 
that tourists were asking Belgium for 
political protection, the number of visas 
was considerably reduced. 

Question: What class of people were 
these tourists? 
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voy to Berlin. According to Fritz 
Thyssen, Hitler’s main financial backer, 
it was Pacelli who brought Hitler to 
power. 

But it cannot be said that Pius XI’s 
policies were changed by Pius XII. On 
the same day that Pope John celebrated 


the 20th anniversary of the death of 
Pius XI (and revealed the undelivered 
address) he also celebrated the 30th an- 
niversary of the Lateran Pact between 
Pius XI and Mussolini which formed 
an important part of the foundation of 
fascism in Italy and in all Europe. 








Wassilieff: They were of the govern- 
ing and privileged class; members of 
the Academy of Sciences, scholars, 
writers, teachers, engineers, chemists, 
agronomists, directors of “kolkhoses,” 
mayors, athletes, artists. 

Question: How were you able to 
speak to them? Weren’t they being 
watched by their officials? 

Wassilieff: Usually they were sur- 
rounded and watched over by official 
Russian guides of “Intourist.” However, 
numerous groups came without an of- 
ficial guide. They had more liberty on 
the Exposition grounds since all were 
not interested in the same pavilions. At 
mealtimes the groups were dispersed in 
the pavilion restaurants and parks. This 
was the most favorable moment to con- 
tact them. 

Question:

Wassilieff: We discovered that to be- 
gin a conversation with them in the 
Russian language made them suspi- 
cious. So we began either in German or 
English and once the ice was broken, 
we could converse in Russian. Gen- 
erally speaking, we found a certain de- 
sire to talk about spiritual things. One 
felt they were seeking information and 
not an argument. 

Question: Did you find that most of 
them were atheistic? 

Wassilieff: Militant atheists were 
rare. They were usually those responsi- 
ble for the group. They tried to be po- 
lite but completely uncommunicative. 
The great majority of the Russian 
visitors were neutral or considering 
Christianity sympathetically. I believe 
that about 80 per cent of them had re- 
tained a vague Christian belief. 

And some actually declared them- 
selves believers, either spontaneously or 
after a few moments conversation. 

Question: Did they accept Bibles 
readily? 

Wassilieff: The two latter categories 
took Bibles and Testaments avidly. 
Pocket editions of the Scriptures were 
preferred, being easier to carry and to 
conceal. Some accepted the New Testa- 
ment and Psalms, saying that it was for 
“grandmother” or “an elderly aunt.” 

Question: What impressed you most 
in speaking to them? 

Wassilieff: What struck us most was 
that they had no Marxist materialistic 
convictions, although it would be natu- 
tal to expect it in the governing class. 
There was no need to show them the er- 
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How did you approach 


rors of Communism any more than to 
show a German the errors of “Mein 
Kampf.” 

Question: What questions did they 
have regarding Christianity? 

Wassilieff: They generally sprang 
from conflicts between religion and 
science. It was really a burning ques- 
tion for them. They are still preoccu- 
pied with the case of Copernicus and 
Galileo. They wonder if it is possible to 
reconcile the theory of evolution and 
the Creation of Genesis. In this regard 
an article in “Prisiv,” our paper, was a 
great help. Another preoccupation was 
the artificial synthesis of life. They also 
wondered if miracles .can be scientif- 
ically verified. 

Question: They are in opposition to 
the organized Christianity of the West, 
are they not? 

Wassilieff: They reproach Christian- 
ity with the disastrous errors of the 
Church of Rome—such as inquisitions, 
indulgences, wicked Popes. Anti-reli- 
gious propaganda often interprets Scrip- 
ture falsely, too: for instance, the 
conception of work as a curse, and the 
inferiority of women. 

They wondered too why there was 
such a license of morals in Christian 
countries, whereas in their country rad- 
ical measures have been taken. 

Certain visitors really were bothered 
by religious questions: What must I do 
to be saved? What is sin? Will the hea- 
then be saved? Why is marriage indis- 
soluble? 

Question: Did they indicate to you 
the scarcity of religious literature in 
Russia 

Wassilieff: Upon receiving Bibles, 
several remarked how wonderful it 
seemed to them. One tourist exclaimed, 
“At last. This is the Book about which 
my mother spoke to me in my child- 
hood. And I have to come to a foreign 
country to see one!” 

I wish that the readers of ETERNITY 
would pray for what was done at the 
Brussels World’s Fair. We cannot be 
certain that the 300 Bibles, 700 New 
Testaments and hundreds of Gospels 
have arrived in Russia, but it is quite 
possible that a large part passed as doc- 
umentation on the Exposition. In addi- 
tion, the Protestant Churches’ Pavilion, 
that of the Belgian Bible Society, and 
even that of the Vatican distributed 
great numbers of copies of the Bible in 
Russian and in the languages of the sat- 
ellite countries.

confusion that results when the home- 
work is done before the lesson is taught. 
The second diagram shows the smooth 
sequence of thought that results when 
the lesson is taught first, followed by 
the homework related to that lesson. 

It is easy to see from the above dia- 
grams that the first plan of procedure is 
much more confusing to the pupil, need- 
less to say to the teacher also. One’s 
thoughts must keep jumping from one 
lesson to another. In the second plan 
there is more unity of thought and pur- 
pose. The pupil first has the lesson; then 
he does the homework on that same les- 
son; next he has a review in the form of 
a report on application of the lesson. In 
the second plan the pupil benefits be- 


cause a lesson can be developed in such 
a way that the principles carry over into 
life. The second plan does not mean 
that the pupil, especially young people 
and adults, should not study a passage 
of Scripture as advance preparation for 
the lesson, but it does mean that each 
lesson should have definite follow-up in 
the activity and lives of the pupils. 

In order to implement the second 
plan it is necessary to check the cur- 
riculum materials to see how the home- 
work can be adapted for use after the 
lesson rather than before. Perhaps the 
material is actually prepared for this 
type of procedure. 

One speaker was explaining the use 
of some Sunday school materials to a 
group of Sunday school leaders. When 
he mentioned that these materials were 
organized in such a way that the work- 
book was to be filled in after the lesson 
had been taught, the listeners gasped. 
They had been using this material for 
some time and did not even realize that 
they were to be used that way. 

Many curriculum materials, even if 
not written with the second plan in 
mind, can be readily adapted to it. This 
may take some rethinking on the part 
of our Sunday school teachers, but if 
thegWord of God is to be applied in a 
practical way to the lives of our pupils, 
we must put the horse before the cart!

Ronnie Avalone Singing with the Con- 
cert Orchestra of London. Orchestrated 
by Paul Mickelson. Word. 3058-LP. 
$3.98 

Singing; Jesus Savior, Pilot Me; If the Lord 
Could Have His Way; Then Jesus Came; Some- 
one’s Last Call; Come Unto Me. Side Two: 
Nobody Knows De Trouble I’ve Seen; No One 
Ever Cared for Me; Gethsemane; Holy Art 
Thou; Lord, I Want a Diadem; The Lost Chord. 

It is doubtful if there is a finer voice 
in the religious recording field today 
than that of Ronnie Avalone. Certainly 
none finer has come to my attention. 
And while it is impossible to pass final 
judgment on vocal quality (and quan- 
tity) solely on the basis of one record- 
ing, yet on the evidence of this record 
one must admit that Avalone is pro- 
digiously endowed. 

His voice and mannerisms are those 
of an Italian operatic tenor, with all 
that is implied by that designation. His 
singing has enthusiasm, fire, and pas- 
sion, and always there is the wondrous 
outpouring of golden tone. On the debit 
side, he is somewhat addicted to the 
Italian trick of producing a tearful sob 
at the drop of a hat, in the middle of a 
phrase, in the middle of a note, any- 
where, in fact. 

It would be wonderful to hear this 
singer in something that imposed more 
of a strain on his intellect and musician- 
ship. These are pleasant, but so very 
much on the surface, both musically 
and spiritually. 

And I seriously question the wisdom 


‘of setting religious words to music 


which already has other connotations. 
Cases in point on this disc include the 
words of the hymn, “Jesus Savior, 
Pilot Me,” which are set to the old song, 
“Just A-Wearyin’ for You.” Also, of all 
things, we meet the beloved “Miserere” 
from Verdi’s “Il Trovatore” set to 
“Someone’s Last Call.” This particular 
arrangement isn’t really effective. The 
original is a duet for soprano and tenor, 
and there are choral passages in it. 
Somehow it sounds weak and empty 
here, especially since Avalone has his 
troubles with the pitch. And whoever 
wrote the hymn, “Come Unto Me,” has 
lifted bodily the last phrase of the big

love song from the operetta, “The Choc- 
olate Soldier,” and used it for the cli- 
max of his song.

The songs, of course, are all light- 
weight from the musical standpoint. But 
if these gospel songs are to your taste, 
you will not find them better done any- 
where than on this record.

Carson plays what I presume to be a 
“movie organ” of the type popular in 
this country in the twenties. Either it is 
very small, or else he is content to use 
it in a limited way. At any rate, every 
piece played sounds just like every other 
one. Possibly this is in part due to the 
presence of the chimes in each hymn. 
But it is an achievement of a sort when 
“Stand Up, Stand Up for Jesus” emerges 
sounding just like “O Love that Wilt Not 
Let Me Go.” 

That there must be a response to this 
type of organ playing is attested by the 
fact that this is Volume Three of Mr, 
Carson’s “Organ with Chimes” series, 
not to mention the many other record- 
ings he has made.

Most of the music is done a cappella, 
but occasionally an unnamed piano ac- 
companist is heard. The only time | 
really resented this was in the hymn, 
“O God, Our Help in Ages Past,” in 
which the pianist did not play an inde- 
pendent accompaniment but just the 
actual voice parts. Since this was s0 
obviously a crutch for the benefit of the 
intonation, it seemed to me that so fine 
a group did not need this aid. 

But this is a small matter in the midst 
of so many excellencies. One of the lat- 
ter, by the way, is the style of writing 


| of the album notes, which for once give 


interesting information about the group 
and its splendid director. This is a relief 
to this reviewer who is tired of reading 
either excessive, exaggerated praise of 
the performing artists, or else such illu 
minating information as the fact that a 
certain artist (whose record is reviewed 
this month) eats usually a very light 
breakfast, but about once a week has 
“the full treatment of ham and.....” 

But even with these excellent album 
notes, I still would have liked some 
information about the music, some of 
which was unfamiliar to me.

viction evidenced by many coming 
through to Him in deep repentance and 


in living faith. But, oh, compared with 


the massive need all around us, how 
small it all seems and how insignificant? 


Our prayer is that somehow the Holy 
Spirit may cause that which burns 
within our hearts to spread as a fire, not 
only through the immediate ministry of 
the church in the area, but through the 
country and on the mission fields of the 
world. After all, the conditions on the 
mission field are merely the projection 
of conditions at home, and the message 
of the Cross in all its implications is 
surely the only answer to the desperate 
need of the hour. 

Needless to say, many others share 
this burden with us. Pastors and mis- 
sionaries in many places are beginning 
to be alerted to the breakdown of our 
testimony and the shallowness of our 
witness. We are only a very small part 
of the body of Christ, but as far as we 
are concerned at least we can say the 
course of the ship is set. We believe the 
Master’s hand is on the helm, that He is 
leading and guiding us, and that the 
convictions which burn within us are 
from Him.

AN ARCHAEOLOGIST SPEAKS 


How Accurate Is the Bible? 


RIVERS IN THE DESERT: A HISTORY 
OF THE NEGEV. Nelson Glueck. 
Farrar, Straus and Cudahy. 302

Albright, 
perhaps the greatest orientalist in the 
world today, is head of the department 
of Oriental Studies at Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, and is currently 
visiting research professor at _ the 
American Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary of America.) 


In his new book about the Negev of 
Israel Nelson Glueck successfully com- 
bines archaeological exploration of the 
religious and historical past with pop- 
ular exposition. He introduces us to 
scientific archaeology at the same time 
that he shares with us his profound 
biblical knowledge and religious faith. 
We move from the present into a past 
that no longer seems remote—we are 
actually there. 

The Negev is a desert area of little 
more than 4,000 square miles, extend- 
ing south between Egypt and Jordan 
to the Gulf of Aqaba. It is a land that 
figures largely in thé centuries-old his- 
tory of the Near East and in the Scrip- 
tures and religious traditions of three 
of the world’s major faiths—Judaism, 
Christianity and Mohammedanism. 

It is also a land of considerable min- 
eral resources and archaeological po- 
tentialities that were little appreciated 
ten years ago. The author was one of 
the first to call attention to the region’s 
mineral resources. He has also dis- 
covered several hundred pre-Byzantine 
sites, including several known pre- 
viously only through biblical references 
and including scores which reflect 
hitherto unknown periods of occupa- 
tion in the Negev. 

Mr. Glueck is an unusual man, 
whose book we cannot fully appreciate 
unless we know him better. Born in 
Cincinnati, he studied for the rabbinate 
at the Hebrew Union College. After 
several years in Germany, he received 
his doctorate in Semitics at Jena, fol- 
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lowing it with a year of study in Jeru- 
salem. For several years he returned 
annually to Palestine in order to learn 
the art of excavation. Working long 
hours under the summer sun, he be- 
came as brown as any Bedouin, and 
he learned to dig, how to record and 
above all how to date ancient pottery. 

Becoming director in 1932 of the 
American School in Jerusalem, he be- 
gan systematic surface exploration of 
Palestine east of the Jordan. By 1947, 
when this phase of his work ended, he 
had examined over 1,000 ancient sites, 
dating and describing each. In four 
seasons of excavation, he cleared a 
mountain sanctuary of the Nabataeans 
(Khirbet et-Tannur) and dug part of 
the mound of Tell el-Kheleifeh (Ezion- 
geber). At the latter site on the Gulf 
of Aqaba, he found unique copper re- 
fineries, dating back to the age of Solo- 
mon and showing a mastery of tech- 
nology wholly unexpected for such an 
early period. 

Although for the past decade, Mr. 
Glueck has been spiritual leader of Re- 
form Jewry in America, heading its 
theological seminaries in Cincinnati 
and New York, every summer since 
1951 he-has returned to Israel to seek 
fresh strength in systematic archaeo- 
logical exploration of the Negev. 
Knowing his background, we can bet- 
ter appreciate this unusual book by a 
man whose life and writings are marked 
by the rare union of stern self-disci- 
pline with depth of feeling. The color- 
ful tales of adventure in the desert here 
recorded hide many years of meticul- 
ous investigation under extremely dif- 
ficult conditions. 

With the author we seek out the 
travel and trade routes used in Bible 
times and discover the fortress sites 
that guarded them. We follow the trail 
of the Israelites through the Negev 
from Sinai to the Promised Land. We 
learn how the Kings of Judah managed 
the logistics of war and commerce in 
the region. We locate desert stations, 
wells and springs at which the caravan 









of the Queen of Sheba may have halted 
on her long journey from Arabia to 
Jerusalem. Such biblical characters a 
Abraham, Saul, David, Jacob and Ek. 
jah; place names such as Agaba, Elath, 
Gaza and Qumran (where the sect of 
the Essenes used and preserved the an 
cient, manuscripts we know as the Dead 
Sea Scrolls)—all these and many mor 
people and places take on new meap 
ing as we follow this absorbing nar 
rative. 

Some may feel that Mr. Glueck is too 
uncritical in his approach to the tre 
ditions of Abraham and Moses. He wa 
once an orthodox disciple of the Wel} 
hausen school (after the 
scholar, Julius Wellhausen, 
1918) which analyzed the text of the 
Pentateuch so painstakingly that criti 
cal dissection became an end in itself 
and historical content was neglected 
Thirty years of archaeological invest 
gation have completely changed th 
author’s attitude. 

While he notes that “the purpose of 
the biblical historian and archaeolog 
igt is not to ‘prove’ the correctness of 
the Bible,” he stresses the fact that a 
mass of new evidence is now piling up 
in the archaeologist’s workshop and the 
philologian’s study to support a rapidly 
increasing trend toward recognition of 
the historicity of Hebrew tradition. As 
he puts it, “the Bible’s almost incred: 
bly correct historical memory,” has 
been many times validated by the prog 
ress of discovery. “No archaeological 
discovery,” he points out, “has eve 
controverted a biblical reference.” 

Mr. Glueck has succeeded in bring 
ing the dry bones of the Negev to life 
before our eyes. Under his wand th 
spiritual heritage of the past is restored 
to an age which stands in need of new 
encouragement from the past. Admit 
ing his achievement, one refrains from 
petty carping at occasional marks d 
haste. Only a man of many interest 
could have written such a many-side 
book.

deep conviction as he considers his own 
shallowness.

DR. ZHIVAGO. Boris Pasternak. Pan- 
theon. 559 pp. $5.

This Nobel Prize-winning novel has 
no hero—only a victim. Humanity’s 
crushing inhumanity in 20th cen- 
tury revolutionary Russia victimizes 
Zhivago, the central character, a physi- 
cian and poet. Zhivago (meaning “vi- 
tality”) is finally deteriorated through- 
out his entire personality, his mind, 
body and will. He is crushed by external 
forces of injustice and overwhelming 
immorality, which produce corruption 
in his own so-easily-corruptible heart, 
and disintegration and death are meted 
to the characters who surround him. 

The novel is not the classic tragedy 
after Aristotle, the sad ruin of a “good 
man with a flaw.” Rather it portrays a 
moral man collapsing in the vortex of 
immoral society. The ll-influencing 
leaven of Red revolutionary forces is 
half the immoral] society, the other half 
being the effete Christianity, over 
which God is never obligated to exer- 
cise His providence. 

Author Boris Pasternak, whose book 
has been a best seller in the United 
States for the last few months, is like 
Dostoevsky insofar as he predicates 
man’s predicament: conflict, anguish 
and guilt. However, where Dostoevsky 
held forth personal hope to the individ- 
wl through the new birth and resurrec- 
tion, Pasternak merely offers the even- 
tual ‘apocalyptic’ hope for humanity in 
general, as shown in a poem in which 
he puts these words into the mouth of

Jesus: “Even as rafts float down a 
river, So shall the centuries drift, trail- 
ing like a caravan, coming for judg- 
ment, out of the dark, to me.” 

While we are sobered by the story of 
Zhivago’s death, we rejoice that author 
Pasternak himself is still alive, a vital 
and creative intellectual living near Mos- 
cow, having suffered Zhivago-like hu- 
miliations but having weathered the 
Red storm thus far! Everywhere the 
name “Pasternak” can serve to symbol- 
ize those courageous few who refuse to 
say yes to the party line, who prefer to 
think for themselves, who do not run 
away but remain in the face of hard- 
ship, who choose the better way on 
sound principles, rather than taking 
life’s road of compromise and medioc- 
rity in exchange for 30 pieces of silver. 

More important perhaps, Christians 
recall the survival of those men who, 
more than moral, possessed the power 
of God in their lives. I refer to those 
gallant men of history whose heroic 
deeds are recorded in Scripture; they 
remained true to God to the end, 
through trials greater then those en- 
countered by Pasternak’s victim. 

This novel’s worth is in its ability to 
give us “slices of life” in revolutionary 
Russia. It also warns us vividly that it 
is well-nigh impossible for the merely 
moral man to survive in a milieu of ded- 
icated Communism and decadent Chris- 
tianity.

FAITH ON THE MARCH. A. H. Mac- 
Millan. Prentice-Hall. 243 pp. 
$2.95.

This book was written to answer 
William J. Schnell’s provocative biog- 
raphy, Thirty Years a Watchtower 
Slave. MacMillan, a member of Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses for over 50 years, has 
tried to undercut Schnell’s penetrating 
analysis of the theological and organ- 
izational structure of the Watchtower. 
But the book reveals that he is still a 
devoted follower of Charles Taze 
Russell, J. F. Rutherford and the 
Watchtower hierarchy, and as such is 
as Schnell characterized, a “Watch- 
tower slave.” 

MacMillan steadfastly maintains that 
he was converted under the ministry of 
D. L. Moody and even made arrange- 
ments to attend “Moody School” but 
was sidetracked by reading Charles T. 
Russell’s book The Divine Plan of the 
Ages. This book, which contains a 
denial of practically everything Moody 
preached, led MacMillan into the 
Watchtower Bible and Tract Society. 

It is pitiful to hear MacMillan’s 
testimony concerning that conversion 
and then to read of his life thereafter 


dedicated to the cause of one of the 
leading non-Christian cults of all time 
—Jehovah’s Witnesses.

THEY MET AT PHILIPPI. Carroll E. Sim. 
cox. Oxford. 174 pp. $3.75.

In this volume, Dr. Simcox has 
sought to deepen the reader’s Christian 
devotion by exposing him to the “vi 
sion, courage, joy, faith and love” of 
Paul as expressed in Philippians. Al- 
though a devotional commentary, it 
does not bypass major critical questions 
nor sacrifice intellectual content. The 
author has divided Philippians into 
some 20 units which form the structure 
of his book. 

Each chapter contains an idiomatic, 
rather than literal, translation of the 
original; a simple exegesis; and a 
meditation based on the exegesis which 
relates the apostle’s thought to the con- 
temporary Christian environment. Two 
initial chapters discuss Paul himself and 
the particular background of _ this 
epistle. The author’s complete transla- 
tion of the letter is appended to the 
commentary proper. 

This book has a definite evangelical 
flavor; however, we take exception to 
certain of the writer’s views. We do not 
agree that Paul was a “neurotic person- 
ality,” nor that the polemical section 
(Phil. 3:1b-19) is an interpolation of 
an earlier Pauline document. Explain 
ing the kenosis passage, Simcox says: 
“God as God cannot die. God become 
man can die; and if his manhood is gen- 
uine he must.” This statement is hardly 
compatible with the New Testament 
teaching on the relation between death 
and sin. And we protest most vehe- 
mently the author’s denial of assurance 
of final salvation to the believer in this 
life, a denial which must be classified 
as a terrible blunder on both biblical 
and theological grounds.

ney, this work nevertheless deserves the 
adjective “exegetical” appearing in its 
subtitle, for the author’s exposition re- 
veals a mature interaction with the 
classical interpreters of Romans. This 
is to be expected, for Hamilton was, 
for some years, a professor in the Pres- 
byterian Seminary of Pyengyang, Ko- 
rea. At present he is pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church (U.S.).of Centre- 
ville, Ala. 

Hamilton’s exposition of Romans en- 
ables one to get a quick glimpse of the 
several possibilities for handling the 
exegetical problems of Romans, to see 
the reasons for the interpretation he 
proposes, and to receive interesting 
hints of ways to apply a passage to 
meet practical needs. A sound grasp 
of systematic theology, such as often 
characterizes those who are committed 
to Covenant Theology, underlies this 
exposition of Romans. Though not 
agreeing with Charles Hodge at all 
points (e.g., in the interpretation of 
Rom. 8:4), yet the author finds his 
greatest help from this commentator.

THE TWELVE SPEAK. Derward Wil- 
liam Deere. American Press. 164

In this first volume of The Twelve 
Speak the author offers a new transla- 
tion of the first six books in the Minor 
Prophets. Another volume is to follow. 

By contrast to the numerous trans- 
lations of the New Testament, relatively 
few are available for the entire Old 
Testament. This represents a noble 
attempt to provide a modern translation 
of six prophetical books. 

Not only does the author provide a 
translation but offers some alternative 
readings or interpretations. One would 
expect more of these linguistic aids in 
a publication that primarily represents 
a translation. The footnotes, however, 
provide helpful information concerning 
background, theology and cross refer- 
ences. Some represent personal view- 
points or interpretation by the author. 

As an introduction to this transla- 
tion the author discusses the name, mis- 
sion, and message of the prophet in the 
Old Testament. Appropriate are the 
considerations of the various designa- 
tions for the prophet in the scriptures. 
The mission of the prophet is related 
to the responsibility he had to God, 
to the people, and to the civil author- 
ities. The three vital parts of the proph- 
et’s message were judgment, salvation 
and faith.

FERRE: NOT 


When we received a review copy of 
Christ and the Christian by Nels F. 
S. Ferre, we asked Thorwald W. Bender, 
professor of theology at Northern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, Chicago, 
to review it for us. In submitting his 
review, Dr. Bender noted that it would 
be perfectly proper to indicate that the 
publication of a review in Eternity 
does not imply our endorsement of it. 

Many publications never mention 
any books which they can not fully 
endorse or fully damn. Other publi- 
cations frankly state that all books 
mentioned in their columns are fully 
“approved.” This implies, of course, 
that they have appointed themselves as 
censors, and decided that their opin- 
ions declare a book to be “safe” or 
“unsafe.” 

I have seen a timid woman at a book 
table at a Bible conference, hold a book 
in her hand and ask, worriedly, whether 
or not it was “safe.” The thought seems 
to be, “Can I read it without thinking?” 

On the other hand, everyone who is 
called to be an undershepherd must be 
very careful what food is placed before 
the lambs of the flock. The believer 
who is seduced to any intellectual po- 
sition which lessens his confidence in 
the Word of God has been put in a

place where, to say the least, his trum- 
pet gives forth an uncertain sound and 
his witness is destroyed (I Cor. 14:8). 

Two or three outstanding conserva- 
tive leaders who have spent some time 
in personal visits with Ferre have told 
me that they consider him “warmly 
evangelical,” “truly trusting in Christ,” 
etc. I have never met Ferre and can 
give no opinion apart from that which 
I have formed from reading some of 
his works. 

Bender points out that Ferre must 
be held responsible for some of the 
misunderstandings of his position. This 
is the understatement of the year. Bend- 
er is also correct in stating that Ferre 
has “unfortunately, and I believe need- 
lessly, hurt the sensibilities of many 
to whom Christ is precious.” This is 
so true that I believe Bender is wrong 
in saying that “it behooves preachers 
and teachers to investigate for them- 
selves what Ferre has to say.” | 
am inclined to advise preachers and 
teachers not to waste a single precious 
minute on a writer who does not give 
a bell-clear tone on the great essentials 
concerning the person and the work of 
our Lord, even though they might be 
stimulating in other fields. Ferre’s tone 
is pot bell clear. (DGB) 
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CHRIST AND THE CHRISTIAN. Nels

Both Liberals and Fundamentalists 
take issue with Nels F. S. Ferre; he has 
become one of the controversial figures 
in contemporary theological thought. 

In this book Ferre brings together his 
specific christological emphases found 
in his writings of over 15 years. The 
major advance in this book is in the 
area of the humanity of Jesus. It is 
Ferre’s conviction that biblical scholar- 
ship, especially as represented in the 
creedal formulations of the early cen- 
turies, has insisted on the deity of Jesus 
at the expense of his humanity. This 
probably is true in many instances. 
However, the best conservative theo- 
logians and preachers always have in- 
sisted that the humanity of Jesus is as 
essential to the work of the atonement 
as His deity. 

Ferre has been misunderstood in 
much that he is trying to say, but he 
must be held responsible for some of 
these misunderstandings, since at times 
he shows more courage than skill. A 
careful study of this book, however, 
will indicate that Ferre does not wish 
to reduce Christ as liberalism is wont 
to do. His honest intention is to en- 


hance the God-man and to deepen the 
Christian’s understanding of the Incar- 
nation. The Incarnation is central to 
the Christian faith, according to Ferre. 
He has no quarrel with the supernatu- 
ral or the miraculous. 

For Ferre the Virgin Birth repre- 
sents a pointing to the extraordinari- 
ness of the Incarnation event. He does 
not believe it should be “biologized,” 
but seen as a kind of “wrapping” of a 
very precious gift. He believes the dis- 
carding of the “wrapping” must not be 
confused with a discarding of the gift. 

On the other hand, he does not cate- 


gorically deny the biological aspect of ‘ 


the Virgin Birth, since such denial 
would be presumptuous for anyone. 
However, in suggesting several other 
approaches to the understanding of the 
physical birth of Jesus, Ferre has un- 
fortunately, and I believe needlessly, 
hurt the sensibilities of many to whom 
Christ is precious. 

The controversial book The Sun and 
the Umbrella, while containing much 
truth, by its style and method laid it- 
self open to many attacks. Some of 
these have taken quotations entirely out 
of context. For this reason it behooves 
preachers and teachers to investigate 
for themselves what Ferre has to say. 
It should be remembered that Ferre 
explicitly calls himself an evangelical, 
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he believes in the good news of salva- 
tion through Jesus Christ.

Few persons indeed who read this 
quotation from the Word of God fully 
realize that it is a direct testimony 
to the deity of Jesus Christ. Philippians 
2:10 is a paraphrase of Isaiah 45; 
23 in the Septuagint version, which 
was in current use at the time of our 
Savior. Paul therefore cites Isaiah 45; 
23 where Jehovah is speaking and ap- 
plies it to the Lord Jesus Christ as 
positive proof of the mysterious union 
between God the Father and God the 
Son. 

By virtue of His true deity and per- 
fect humanity, Christ transcends all 
human personalities. Mohammed, it is 
claimed, was a prophet; Buddha, a 
teacher; Confucius, a reformer; Zoro- 
aster, a sage; and though their teach- 
ings still live, their bones, even their 
most zealous followers admit, lie mold- 
ering in the graveyards of the earth. 
But the Christ of Scripture not only 
lives in His teachings and in the 
hearts of those who trust Him, but 
He lives “at the right hand of the 
majesty on high” (Heb. 1:3). 

Christianity, then, does not rest en- 
tirely upon the principles, ethics and 
teachings of Jesus, but upon the fact 
of the incarnation, the fact that the 
eternal Word did become flesh and 
dwell among us and that we did be- 
hold His glory, “the glory as of the 
only begotten of the Father full of 


| grace and truth” (John 1:14). 


We can believe in none less than a 
divine Redeemer; Scripture knows none 
else.

and did vast injury to himself. He began 
to accept himself as no better and no 
worse than any other person growing in 
grace. He will need special help for 
years, but God through prayer will use 
him in many ways to His glory. We be- 
lieve that long term counseling by a 
Christian psychiatrist would be of in- 
valuable help. Until that time it would 
be a great mistake to see him elected to 
an official board. While professing a 
primary interest in the church, impor- 
tant issues would be viewed in relation 
to his unconscious needs for superiority 
and prestige. 

More and more time in seminary will 
be devoted to instructing and counsel 
ing men who will face these problems. 
The neurosis is one of the more pressing 
problems because it has not been recog- 
nized for what it is. Our evening serv- 
ices might well issue a call to “Christian 
psychiatrists” as another vocation im 
addition to missionaries and pastors. 
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Churches and pastors long to rely on 
Christian doctors who have majored in 
clinical psychology and who have the 
same confidence in prayer and God’s 
power as that possessed by a Christian 
surgeon. The consecrated study of the 
Christian psychiatrist opens another 
avenue of God’s grace. Any science, in- 
formation or methodology that widens 
the scope of freedom in personality to 
God’s Spirit is worthy of our study and 
judicious use. 

As I said, years have passed since I 
saw Miss J. I hope that somehow, some- 
where she was led of God to a church 
that stood ready and equipped to help 
her. I like to think that the Lord gave 
His daughter the peace she futilely 
groped for in an illusive land beyond 
perfection.

as a ‘Woman’ holding in her left hand 
a cross, and in her right a cup, with 
the legend around her ‘Sedet super un- 
iversum’—‘The whole world is_ her 
seat.’” This medal is reproduced in 
Hislop and is also to be found in El- 
liott’s Horae. 

Rome has passed through many 
vicissitudes. She has known days of 
splendor and she has known days of 
penury. The time of her greatest 
splendor is to come. 

A Dutch commentator has written: 
“What is said of this venomous woman 
in her second appearance points to her 
wealth and splendor. She is no longer 
the whore standing on a street corner, 
enticing men, and by her sin getting 
their money; but here she appears as 
possessing great wealth which by her 
finery and luxury in every way be- 
wilders the spirits.” 

Yet sin in velvet is the same as sin 
in rags. The garments may be scarlet 
and purple, the body covered with rare 
jewels, and the cup may be of gold; 
God looks not at the outward appear- 
ance. What is seen by the divine eye is 
abomination, filthiness and fornica- 
tion. No language could be stronger. 

We have seen the rise of the revived 
Roman Empire and the centralization 
of religious power. The Apostate 
Church and the Antichrist walk to- 
gether. The two resemble two thieves 
going over a wall. One thief pushes the 
other one up and gives his shoulder 
so that the first thief gets on top of the 
wall. Then when one thief is on top, 
he brings the second thief with him. 
But as soon as they get on top of the 
wall they have a fight. The first thief 
destroys the second. 

This is exactly what is going to hap- 
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pen. The Bible says that as the revive 
Roman Empire increases in power, j 
will destroy the religious system. 

“The beast that thou sawest was [th 
Roman Empire], and is not [it had 
been destroyed]; and shall ascend o

And the te 
horns which thou sawest are ten king 
which have received no kingdom 
yet; but receive power as kings of 
hour with the beast . . . These have on 
mind and shall give their power an 
strength unto the beast .. . . And th 
ten horns which thou sawest upon th 
beast, these shall hate the whore [tha 
is, the anti-Christian political machin 
will hate the religious machine afte 
they have climbed up together], and 
shall make her desolate and naked, ang 
shall eat her flesh, and burn her with 
fire.” 

These ten kings will live and reign 
until the very end of the tribulatio 
period. They have been carrying th 
religious power, but at a given momen 
will turn and rend her. 

One commentator has said, “Befo 
that final overthrow of world power if 
the hands of men, the ten kings wil 
completely change their attitude te 
wards the great harlot; their fondnes 
will be turned to extremest enmity; fol 
they will ‘hate her, and make her dese 
late and naked, and shall eat her flesh 
and burn her with fire.’ ” 

And so our Lord brings judgment of 
a Christendom that lays claim to bein; 
His Church but which He has spewed 
from His mouth because the true li 
of Christ—the believers—have bee 
removed. Then it is that the tares, ha 
ing been left behind after the whe 
has been gathered by the Lord to Hing 
self, are burned. 

But what causes these ten kings ft 
unite under the Antichrist and wh 
causes the religions of the world 
unite under Rome? 

The Bible indicates that in the I 
days the nations of the North, inc 
ing Russia and most of Germany, Vv 
unite and become strong. This growin 
power will cast its sinister shado 
over the rest of the world. And to cop 
with this menace from the North, th 
ten kings will unite under the Antt 
christ and the religions of the wo 
will unite under Rome. 

Next month in the next study in thi 
series on the Second Coming, we shal 
see what the Bible says about the grei 
power of the North and how it ulff 
mately joins with its enemy, the revive 
Roman Empire, to fight against ti 
Lord. 
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
